Our operations, normally conducted 
with B-29 aircraft, closely parallel the op- 
erations of a heavy bombardment organi- 
zation, with the exception that our B-29 
aircraft are modified to permit the effi- 
cient use of photographic equipment. 

The squadrons which compose the wing 
have been actively engaged in research 
and application of the latest techniques 
and developments in military reconnais- 
Sance for many years. 

The high level of technical skill devel- 
oped in these squadrons resulted in their 
designation to photograph the Atom 
Bomb tests at Bikini and “Operation 
Sandstone” at Eniwetok.

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Senate Asks Restudy 
Navy War Pass-Overs 


A bill directing the Navy Department 
to restudy the records of active and re- 
tired officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps who were passed over for promo- 
tion by the war time panels was passed 
by the Senate 6 July. 

The bill would authorize the Secretary 
to advance to a higher grade any officer 


who suffered as the result of “error, ad- | 


ministrative delay, oversight, or injus- 
tice.” 

The measure in its present form re- 
sulted from a hill introduced by Senator 
Tydings (D-Md.), chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Armed Services, which was de- 
signed to force the Department to pro- 
mote Comdr. Edward White Rawlins, 
USN, who was the only member of the 
Naval Academy class of 1924 who was not 
given a war-time promotion. The commit- 
tee found evidence that Commander Raw- 
lins was “an officer of excellent qualities 
with a long and favorable record,” but, 
feeling that similar injustices may have 
been wrought to other officers, amended 
the bill to require a review of all such 
cases. 

A similar bill to Senator Tydings’ orig- 
inal draft was introduced in the House 
by Representative Sasser (D-Md.), who 
states that he will endeavor to bring it 
before the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, of which he is a member, at the 
earliest practicable date. 

Attention was called to the Navy’s ac- 
tion in reviewing the cases of officers 
passed over once, but the committee com- 
mented: “It is the considered opinion of 
the committee that this review was in- 
adequate because of the circumstances 
surrounding the operation of such a 
system.” 

The bill provides that if, upon review- 
ing the records of those who failed of 
selection during the period the panel sys- 
tem was in operation, the board finds that 
the record or new evidence indicates that 
an injustice has been done, it is authorized 
to recommend the grade or rank to which 
the officer so prejudiced should be ad- 
vanced. This authority is limited to pre- 
clude any advancement to flag rank. 

Recommendations of the board will be 
subject to approval of the Secretary of 
the Navy and the President, and no back 
pay or allowances will be granted in cases 
approved. 

In recommending “passage of the bill, 
the Armed Services Committee stated 
that it believed such general legislation 
would provide for disposition of this 
entire group of debatable cases “once and 
for all.” 

A point which was repeated several 
times in the hearings on the bill was that 
there is no recourse for such injustices 
except to the same Naval bureau which 
was more or less responsible for the ac- 
tion in the first place. This was forcibly 
stated by Rear Adm. Warren S. Parr, 
USN-Ret., who appeared as a witness for 
Commander Rawlins. Adimiral Parr said, 
“There seems to be no way to convince 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel that some 
adjustment of injustices should be made 
when it is uncovered. The main point

The National Military Establishment

NAVY (Male): Enlistee given ‘‘cash’’ allow- 
ance of $145.70 required to buy clothing that 
has same value not necessarily through Navy. 

| Check comes through 90 days later. Nine 
months later he becomes eligible to start 
drawing annual clothing allowance of $48.00. 
Allowance paid quarterly with the enlisted 
man drawing a check for $12 every three 
months. 

MARINE (Male): Given ‘‘cash’’ allowance 
similar to Navy enlisted male—clothing re 
| quired costs the allowed $189.60. Nine 
| months later receives first quarterly allow- 
| ance of $16.00 of the annual allowance of 

$64.00. 

ARMY 


AND AIR FORCE (Male): En- 

listees given an initial issue of clothing 
| (Army currently valued at $173.12 and 
USAF’s at $171.64—difference due to fact that 
Army EM’s wear woolen OD shirts during 
winter, whereas USAF’s have poplin, tan 
shirts year round) and are given a first credit 
of $21.60 on the books. Any additional cloth- 
ing drawn during this first year is charged 
to his standing credit of $21.60. After first 
year the annual allowance is $50.40 also cred- 
ited each year. Man gets no cash until end 
of enlistment, when he draws cash balance 
if any remaining against which he has not 
had clothing charged. Overcharges drawn 
against man’s pay.

Senate to Get Pay Bill 
In 10 Days, Tydings Aim 

The Senate Armed Services Committee 
has completed detailed consideration of 
the House-approved Pay Bill and there 
will be a committee vote on the bill and 
proposed amendments on Tuesday, 12 
July. There is every expectation that a 
majority of the committee will agree to 
recommend the enactment of the bill with 
relatively minor amendments. Senator 
Millard E. Tydings (D-Md.), chairman of 
the committee, said that he hopes the 
measure will be ready for Senate action 
in about a week or 10 days, after which he 
will have to make arrangements to bring 
it up on the floor. 

While there is always the possibility 
that final action of the Senate may be de- 
layed because of the legislative log jam 
that often occurs during the final weeks 
of a Congressional session, supporters of 
the bill are optimistic over the chances 
for favorable action. Most of the amend- 
ments tentatively proposed by the Senate 
committee are of such a minor nature 
that if they are included in the bill as 
finally passed the House would probably 
accept the changes without sending the 
measure to conference. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday of this 
week the committee considered in detail 
the sections relating to disability retire- 
ment and the miscellaneous provisions 
of the bill. None of the Senators present 
expressed any opposition to these features 
and suggested only a few minor changes 
in verbiage. One suggestion was made 
that the bill contain some provision for 
the retirement of cadets and midshipmen 
permanently disabled by injuries result- 
ing directly from military or naval train- 
ing. Representatives of the Services will 
prepare an amendment in line with this 
suggestion. 

On completion of the detailed consid- 
eration of the bill Chairman Tydings di- 
rected that the hearings be printed and 
that a copy be furnished each member 
prior to next Tuesday’s meeting. In addi- 
tion to considering various committee 
amendments and the bill as a whole the 
committee will take up various sugges-

Housing Bill 

The Congress completed action this 
week on the administration housing bill, 
which provides for the construction of 
810,000 dwelling units during the next six 
years with Federal contributions limited 
to $308 million per year. The purpose of 
the bill is to cooperate with states and 
local communities in providing financial 
assistance for the development of large- 
scale low-rent housing projects where 
serious shortages exist. 

Some of the most serious housing 
shortages are in the vicinity of military 
and naval installations where service per- 
sonnel have found it extremely difficult to 
secure adequate quarters, even at ex- 
orbitant rents. Officials of the Military 
Establishment have expressed the hope 
that early consideration will be given to 
a program of public housing at towns and 
cities near stations where officers and 
non-commissioned officers have the great- 
est difficulty in securing satisfactory ac- 
commodations for their families at rea- 
sonable rentals. 





Rejects Single Medical Dept. 

The much-discussed proposal for a sin- 
gle medical department for the National 
Military Establishment has been rejected 
in the final report of the Committee on 
Medical and Hospital Services of the 
Armed Forces. 

More popularly known as the Hawley 
Board, the Committee declared that the 
individual medical services of the three 
Armed Forces must be identified perma- 
nently with and be integral parts of the 
three Departments “which they primarily 
service, with which they are operationally 
associated, and with which they intimate- 
ly function in performing their missions.” 

After 18 months’ study of problems in- 
volved in coordinating NME medical ac- 
tivities, the Hawley Board submitted its 
final report and was dissolved on 6 July. 

The Hawley Board, so known because 
of its chairman, Maj. Gen. Paul R. Haw- 
ley, formerly Chief Medical Director of 
the Veterans Administratoin, was ap- 
pointed in Dec. 1947. In addition to Dr. 
Hawley, its membership included Maj. 
Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, Surgeon General 
of the Army, Rear Adm. Clifford A. Swan- 
son, Surgeon General of the Navy, and 
Maj. Gen. Malcolm C. Grow, Surgeon 
General of the Air Force. Rear Adm. Joel 
T. Boone, General Inspector, Medical De- 
partment Activities, U. S. Navy, was Ex- 
ecutive Secretary. 

During its tenure, the committee sub- 
mitted twenty-two reports, containing 
more than 200 recommendations, many 
of which have been put into effect. Others 
are in process of implementation. Some of 
the areas on which the committee con- 
ducted studies included hopsitalization, 
stadardization of preventive medicine 
practices and procedures, medical re- 
search, professional services, medical 
supply, standards of medical nomencla- 
ture, and aviation medicine. 

Included in the committee recommenda- 
tions also was one for a coordinating 
agency to function, as does the newly 
established Medical Services Division, at 
the level of the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense. This coordinating agency, the re- 
port suggested, “should include military 
medical members chosen in equal num- 
bers from the three medical services.” 





Air Officer Heads NME Liaison 


Maj. Gen. James D. McIntyre, USAF, 
has been appointed Director of Legisla- 
tive Liaison of the Office of the Secretary 
of Defense. 

The appointment by Secretary of De- 
fense Louis Johnson became effective 1 
July when Maj. Gen. Wilton B. Persons, 
USA, retired after 32 years of Army serv 
ice to accept the position of Superintend- 
ent of Staunton Military Academy at 
Staunton, Va. , 

General McIntyre had been deputy d- 
rector since January. Before then, he was 
special assistant to Secretary of the Alr 
Force W. Stuart Symington. ; 

General McIntyre was born at West 
Point, N. Y. He received a B.S. degree from 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and a master’s degree on business admin- 
istration from Harvard University. He 
also is a graduate of the Army Ordnance 
School. He has been awarded the Legion 
of Merit with Oak Leaf Cluster and the 
Distinguished Service Medal. 
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Powers of Defense Secretary 


The House Armed Services Committee, 
after having reluctantly taken up the 
Senate-passed bill to strengthen the pow- 
ers of the Secretary of Defense, this week 
made it quite evident that it would grant 
such additional authority only under safe- 
guards assuring Congress even greater 
control over his decisions and operations. 

Representative Carl Vinson, (D-Ga.), 
chairman of the Committee, proposed 14 
amendment to the Senate bill, providing, 
among other things, for a civilian chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. He would 
give that post to the Under Secretary of 
Defense, in the present case, Mr. Stephen 
T. Early, who would be re-titled the 
“Deputy Secretary of Defense.” 

Mr. Vinson’s amendments also would 
exempt the National Military Establish- 
ment from the provisions of the bill per- 
mitting the President to reorganize the 
executive departments. 

The amendments would give the Secre- 
tary of Defense the powers he seeks, but 
would permit the three secretaries 
(Army, Navy, and Air Force) and their 
chiefs of staff to have direct recourse to 
Congress, with or without the approval of 
the Defense Secretary. The Defense Sec- 
retary would be required to consult with 
the Armed Services Committees of both 
the House and Senate before ordering 
any change or consolidation of statutory 
functions. 

Also the Secretary would be required 
to report to Congress twice a year, in- 
stead of once a year as at present. 

Secretary Johnson went before the 
Committee 6 July to give his views on the 
bill and the proposed amendments. He 
denied that there is authority in previous 
laws or in the proposed law to transfer 
the functions of one military department 
to another, but he said that the President 
has such authority under the Reorganiza- 
tion bill. 

At the hearing Representative Hebert 
(D-La.), said to the Secretary: “You have 
not convinced us that you haven’t enough 
power. If we give you the power, where do 
we go from here. What would you do 
that you cannot do now?” The Secretary 
replied, “There are various matters that 
cannot be done at present without going 
to the President. There are limitations 
at present. But I have more power than 
my predecessor construed that he had.” 

Navy Secretary’s Control 

Representative Hebert -pressed his 
point: “I want to know specifically what 
you have been prevented from doing. You 
have even gone beyond the law.” Secre- 
tary Johnson replied, “Appropriated 
Money is controlled by the Secretary of 
the Navy. Accountability and responsibil- 
ity are in the hands of the Secretary. That 
is not true of the other Services. I feel 
the responsibility should be ours. There 
are other practices I hope it will not be 
necessary to mention here.” 

Picking up the subject of uniformity, 
Chairman Vinson asked the Secretary 
whether he would do away with the Bu- 
Teau system in the Navy—calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the Army and Air 
Force each has a Chief of Staff. Follow- 
ing Secretary Johnson’s assertion that he 
approves the latter system, Chairman 
Vinson asked whether the Secretary of 
the Navy had called for the study of the 
idea of a Chief of Staff for the Navy 
on his own initiative. Secretary Johnson 
Stated that the Secretary of the Navy 
had done it on his own initiative, and 
that he was glad he had called for the 
Study. 

Asked by Representative Hebert wheth- 
er any member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff had ever exercised the veto power, 
Secretary Johnson stated that the records 
of the J C of S are secret, but that Secre- 
tary Forrestal claimed that because of 
that veto power he could not accomplish 
what he wanted to. Continuing, the Sec- 
retary said, “There are matters beyond 
the authority of the J € of S and I would

Continuing thrusting at “authority,” 
Representative Hebert asked what au- 
thority the Secretary had to decree that 
there would be no Army Day hereafter. 
To this Secretary Johnson stated that 
he had simply suggested that legislation 
be requested to that end. 

Carrier Cancellation 

“How about the cancellation of the 
construction of the flat-top?” a member 
asked. To this the Secretary replied, “I 
submitted a question in writing to Gen- 
eral Eisenhower and the J C of S. If you 
want it in the record, I will supply it. 
We took the position of the majority that 
it did not tie in with global strategy, and 
therefore we cancelled it.” 

At this point Chairman Vinson inter- 
polated, “I approved the cancellation. I 
was apprehensive that the flat-top was 
getting into the role of the Air Force.” 

To a query of Representative Hebert, 
Secretary Johnson stated that he had con- 
ferred with the Secretary of the Navy 
on the subject of cancelling the construc- 
tion of the super-carrier but that the 
Secretary of the Navy did not know he 
was going to cancel it, and that he does 
not disagree with the plans (for carriers) 
set down before he became Secretary of 
Defense. 

Representative Hebert followed this by 
pointing out that the 80th Congress au- 
thorized the President to stop construc- 
tion on 12 ships in order to provide funds 
for the construction of the carrier United 
States. “What is the use of giving you 
authority,” said Representative Hebert, 
‘if you go ahead and veto Congress?” 

To this, Secretary Johnson replied: “I 
haven’t the necessary authority to do 
various matters. The authority is not 
there. If I do not get it, the defense of the 
nation is at stake.” 

Curb Commentators 


Representative Hebert then asked: 
“Has there been any effort to take re- 
prisals on columnists who disagree with 
you? Have you made any effort to chas- 
tise or curb any commentator who has dis- 
agreed with you?” Secretary Johnson de- 
nied that he had done so. 

Asked by Representative Anderson (R- 
Calif.), “Who was the individual who 
made the decision to cancel the flat-top?” 
Secretary Johnson said, “I did it, with 
the approval of the President.” But, con- 
tinued Representative Anderson, “the bill 
passed last year did not give authority 
to stop construction on the ‘United 
States.’ This worries me.” Coming to the 
defense of the Secretary, Chairman Vin- 
son stated that the President has author- 
ity to direct that an appropriation shall 
not be spent. Representative Bates then 
interposed, “What worries me is the mat- 
ter of the use of authority.” 

Representative Hardy (D-Va.) took up 
the argument by asking: “You indicated 
that the Secretary of Defense should have 
authority to override the veto of a mem- 
ber of the J C of S. Would you not feel 
free to veto the decision of the entire 
Staff?” 

To this Secretary Johnson replied, “Yes. 
But unless you give the Secretary of De- 
fense this authority it will result in a 
military dictatorship through the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.” Representative Hardy 
followed this with, “Do you think the 
Secretary of Defense should have all the 
authority of the Commander-in-Chief?” 
“No,” was the reply. “Would you not have 
authority to merge all the Services?” 
Again the reply was “No,” and, “It would 
not be possible under this bill. I stand 
for the integrity of the Departments.” 
“Could not the functions of the Marine 
Corps be transferred?” “No.” 

Representative Rivers (D-S. C.) then 
asked, “Do you think there is authority in 
this bill or in existing law for you to 
transfer functions with the authority of 
the President?” To this Secretary John- 
son replied, “No—but there is this au- 
thority in the Reorganization bill. I want 
Congressional clarification of my author- 
ity. Under the Reorganization Act the 
President has the authority to do what 
you are afraid of—he can reorganize the 
Departments; and the Vinson amend- 
ments will provide curbs.” 

While formal hearings were supposed 








to end with the testimony of Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson on 7 July, fur- 
ther sessions of the committee were 
agreed to, to enable the President of the 
Navy League and the chiefs of staff of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force to record 
their ideas of the amendments on 8 and 
11 July. 

The various amendments were agreed 
to tentatively by the committee on 6 and 
7 July after extended debate, and after 
approval by the Secretary of Defense. 

Most of the session on 7 July was de- 
voted to coming to a tentative agreement 
on whether the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff should be a civilian or a 
military man, the result being, by a ma- 
jority vote of the committee, that the 
President should be allowed to exercise 
his discretion in the matter. 

Chairman Vinson argued for the ap- 
pointment of a civilian, giving it as his 
opinion that this would guarantee against 
an overall chief of staff being set up, and 
would avert giving one of the Services an 
extra vote if the chairman were a mili- 
tary man. Chairman Vinson’s parting 
shot toward the close of the hearing was: 
“If a military man is made chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, in 5 years 
you will have a bill making him Chief 
of Staff.” 

Representative Short claimed that “a 
civilian cannot set up an agenda for the 
J C of S—a military man is needed for 
that.” Representative Cole argued, “A 
civilian would create an atmosphere of 
impartiality.” 

Representative Brooks changed a for- 
rmaer opinion by backing the idea of having 
a military man for chairman, as “a civil- 
ian might create irritation and is not 
fitted to handle technical matters.” Rep- 
resentative Johnson expressed it as his 
belief that they “should not bar men who 
have had the technical training that the 
chairman should have.” 

Pinned down by members of the com- 
mittee as to the authority that the Re- 
organization Bill would give the President 
in such matters as transferring functions 
among the military departments, Secre- 
tary of Defense Johnson said, “I cannot 
prejudge the President in the matter of 
the Reorganization Bill. I do not wish to 
be recorded as asking you to take away 
the authority given by Congress to the 
President in the matter of the reorganiza- 
tion of the military establishment. I want 
this Committee to do the reorganizing. 
This bill is sufficient. A conference of the 
House and Senate will work it out. You 
have clarified the law by your language 
and it will accomplish team work among 
the Departments. I have nothing in mind 
to cause me to come back to you for fur- 
ther legislation. I am sure that if you 
make the Department of Defense an Ex- 
ecutive Department it will work and 
nothing else will work.” 

Representative Cole had the last word 
(agreed with by Representative Hebert) 
when he claimed that an Executive De- 
partment with three subordinate military 
departments “provides for the merging of 
the Services—just what we have tried to 
avoid.” 

Chairman Vinson announced that the 
amended bill would be voted on in com- 
mittee on 12 July. 





Committee on Aeronautics 
Dr. George P. Baker, chairman of the 
Committee on Aeronautics of the Re- 
search and Development Board, National 
Military Establishment has announced 
the appointment of James D. Redding as 
executive director of the Committee. 
Mr. Redding, who has been manager of 
the Aeronautical Department of the So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers, Inc., New 
York, since 1941, was an aeronautical 
engineer with the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration and its predecessor agencies 
from 1936 until 1941. Mr. Redding succeeds 
John B. Jacob, who served as executive 
director of the Committee since its for- 
mation in 1946. 


USMA Class of 1953

tions offered by individuals and Service 
associations. Those interested in changes 
in the bill were asked to submit written 
statements, together with specific pro- 
posals for amendments, and these are 
now before the committee. 

While the prospective passage of the 
Pay Bill to provide for more adequate 
compensation for career Service person- 
nel will go a long way toward solving 
the vexing problems relating to pay and 
allowances for the Uniformed Services, it 
is probable that some phases of the mat- 
ter will receive further executive and 
legislative consideration during the com- 
ing year. The President has suggested 
combining pay and allowances, so that 
the entire compensation would be subject 
to Federal income tax. He has also sug- 
gested that consideration be given to the 
establishment of a contributory retire- 
ment system for Service personnel. 

Mr. Frank Pace, Director of the Budget, 
has stated that he will ask the President 
to appoint a commission to correlate the 
various Civilian and military retirement 
systems of the Government with a view 
to making them more uniform in the 
matter of deductions and benefits. This 
proposal doubtless contemplates that a 
contributory system would be recom- 
mended for the Armed Forces with de- 
ductions of five or six per cent of the 
gross compensation to go to a retirement 
fund. At present Federal judges and mem- 
bers of the Uniformed Services are not 
required to contribute toward their re- 
tirement. 

The matter of contributory retirement 
was taken up by the Hook Commission, 
but was rejected on the ground that the 
administrative costs were not warranted, 
as the same effect could be secured by 
considering retirement benefits in fixing 
the compensation of Uniformed personnel 
of the Government. Members of the 
Services have no objection to a contribu- 
tory system, but feel that if deductions 
are made for a retirement fund there 
should be a proportionate upward read- 
justment of pay schedules. 








NME Clothing Allowances

first year is recorded for them. Annual al- 
lowance after the first year is $64.80, instead 
of the enlisted man’s $50.40. 

CHIEF PETTY OFFICERS: Upon promo- 
tion to CPO get initial allowance of $250 and 
must buy prescribed clothing. Does not have 
to purchase through Navy. After nine 
months eligible for first quarterly check of 
$20 from the annual $80 per annum 
allowance. 

REENLISTMENT’ CLOTHING ALLOW- 
ANCES: Army and Air Force personnel, male 
and female, and in addition to reenlistment 
bonus, are credited with $15 for each year of 
the enlistment contract up to $90 for a six- 
year tour. This enables them to replace ma- 
jor items, such as overcoats and blouses 
which may not have been worn out during 
the first three-year tour, but which will need 
replacement during the ensuing years of 
duty. This is in addition to normal annual 
clothing allowances but no additional issue 
of clothing is made to reenlistees. These 
provisions not in effect for Navy and Marine 
Corps enlisted personnel. 

NAVY AND MARINE CORPS (Female): 
Similar to Navy and Marine Corps enlisted 
men, the enlistees are given a cash allowance 
of—Navy $264.20, Marine Corps $291.65—and 
required to buy their clothing; but not neces- 
sarily through Navy or Marine Corps. After 
nine months the enlisted women of the Navy 
are eligible for the first ($16.50) quarterly 
allowance of the $66 per annum annual cloth- 
ing allowance. Marine Corps women, after 
the first year, start receiving a quarterly 
($24) payment against an annual $96 per an- 
num allowance. 

All of the cost figures used in this resume 
are current cost prices and are revised on 
a year to year basis, depending on actual 
cost of clothing items. 


Navy Pay Measure Sought 

The Navy has asked Congress to pass 
legislation which would authorize retired 
pay of lieutenant commander for a small 
group of lieutenants who served prior to 
12 Nov. 1918 as midshipmen at the U. S. 
Naval Academy, who were advanced to 
the rank of lieutenant commander on the 
retired list after a minimum of 21 years’ 
service and who subsequently served in 
that rank during World War II. 
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Army Pistol Team

Praises Army Chemical Corps 
During a tribute delivered last week on 
the floor of the House, Representative 
Sikes (D-Fla.) disclosed that the Army 
Chemical Corps “may not be far from the 
production of a gas which temporarily 
destroys the will to fight but does no last. 
ing harm.” 

The Florida Congressman said the 
Chemical Corps, which has produce 
“both deadly weapons and great cures 
may with proper incentive produce a 
painless war.” 

Such a weapon as described by Repre. 
sentative Sikes “would make short shift 
of any aggressor and render his defenses 
impotent. Such a weapon, properly guard- 
ed, could be much more valuable than the 
atomic bomb, for it would be free from 
the destructiveness of the atomic bomb,” 

Praising the wartime and peacetime 
service of the Chemical Corps and de. 
scribing to his colleagues its accomplish. 
ments, Representative Sikes paid partic. 
ular tribute to the military and civilian 
personnel. “They are doing a job for the 
Government despite the fact that most of 
them could command higher salaries and 
possibly greater renown elsewhere,” Con- 
gressman Sikes explained. 

He told of contributions made by the 
Army Chemical Corps to medical science 
and to the control of insect and rodent 
pests. “It is perhaps not generally real- 
ized that some of the most potent of the 
newer insecticides and rodenticides were 
found incidentally in the course of a 
search for more effective military wea- 
pons,” Representative Sikes reported. 

He appended to his remarks a report 
by Col. John R. Wood, MC, who is con- 
ducting research at the Army Chemical 
Center, Md. 





Honor Railroad Executive

Honored at a dismounted review of An- 
tiaircraft Artillery and Guided Missile 
Center troops at Ft.

Naval Museum, the Institution is being 
sponsored by the Naval Historical Foun- 
dation in cooperation with Mrs. Truxton 
Beale, who has granted the Foundation 
a long-term lease on the museum loca- 
tion. It will occupy the restored carriage 
house and stables at the rear of Decatur 
House, home of Mrs. Beale, located at 
Jackson Place and H Street, Northwest, 
one block from the White House. 

Bids for construction of the museum, 
which will involve modernization of the 
interior of the coach house and stables, 
were closed last week. Awarding of the 
contract will be announced later this 
month. 

The Naval Historical Foundation, of 
which Fleet Admiral Ernest J. King is 
President, is a private organization of 
persons interested in the collection, pres- 
ervation, and exhibition of material re- 
lated to the maritime history of the 
United States. Its two-fold purpose con- 
sists of assisting historical research and 
stimulating public interest in the sea. 

Working in close liaison with other in- 
terested groups, the Foundation will fea- 
ture in its exhibits yachting, foreign 
trade, the merchant service, and marine 
arts and crafts, in addition to material on 
the uniformed naval services. Exhibitions 
will be centered around the Foundation’s 
extensive collections of relics, paintings, 
prints, drawings, photographs, docu- 
ments, rare books, and ship models. The 
first exhibit will be based upon the ca- 
reers of Commo. Decatur and Commo. 
Truxton, covering the period of the naval 
war with France and the Barbary Wars. 

Lt. Comdr. Edward M. Davis III, for- 
merly associated with the Norfolk Mu- 
seum of Arts and Sciences, has been 
named museum director. Architect of the 
museum is Lavone Dickensheets Andrews, 
of Houston, Tex. Lighting is being super- 
vised by Laurence S. Harrison, of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York.

Marine Corps Summer Training 

Marine Corps ground Reservists from 
cities throughout the United States will 
be flown to summer training at regular 
Marine stations this month to climax a 
program that has already flown 3500 citi- 
zen Marines from 23 organized units near- 
ly 4,000,000 passenger miles without inci- 
dent. ; 

Regular Marine transport squadrons 
are cooperating with the Marine ground 
reserve in the lift. Three squadrons from 
the Marine Corps Air Stations at Cherry 
Point, N. C., and El Toro, Calif., are carry- 
ing the Reservists to or from two weeks’ 
training maneuvers at Camp Lejeune, N. 
C., Camp Pendleton, Calif., and at Nor- 
folk and Quantico, Va. 

Still to be airlifted between now and 
4 Sept. are approximately 7,000 Reserve 
Marines from 28 ground units. In addi- 
tion approximately 3,500 Marine Air Re- 
servists will be flown to maneuvers at 
Cherry Point, from 16 to 30 July, or at El 
Toro, 13 to 27 Aug. 


Iwo Jima Flag to Wave Again 

The famed Stars and Stripes which 
was raised on Mt. Suribachi during the 
Iwo Jima campaign, will wave again next 
month at a Marine convention in Phil- 
adelphia. 

The flag, which has been on display in 
a museum case at Quantico, Va., was re- 
cently turned over to Lt. Gen. Keller E. 
Rockey for use at the convention of the 
Fifth Marine Division in Philadelphia 5-7 
Aug. General Rockey was commanding 
general of the Fifth at the time of the 
flag-raising episode. 


General Heads L. A. Police 

Maj. Gen. William A. Worton, who was 
retired from the Marine Corps last week, 
has been named chief of police of Los 
Angeles.

Marine Corps League to Move 

National Headquarters of the Marine 
Corps League will be moved from Albany,

will be located in the Old State Capitol 
building at Baton Rouge. 








Peacetime Training Record 

The Navy will set a peacetime training 
record this summer with 100,000 Naval 
Reservists reporting for active duty at 
sea, and at air stations and shore estab- 
lishments throughout the country. 

Approximately 50,000: Reservists will 
fill seagoing billets aboard aircraft car- 
riers, cruisers, destroyers, submarines 
and smaller vessels of the fleet, and 20,000 
Reserve airmen are reporting to Naval 
air stations and designated aircraft car- 
riers for refresher flight training and car- 
rier requalification tests. 

An additional 30,000 are receiving train- 
ing at Naval schools and bases, including 
the training of “activation” teams aboard 
vessels of the Navy’s mothball fleet. 

The salt-water phase of the training 
program will hit its peak this month as 
the majority of the 50,000 seagoing Re- 
servists go aboard 71 warships of the fleet 
for two-weeks’ training cruises. Another 
1,800 Reserve midshipmen from 52 col- 
leges in the United States will get salt- 
water indoctrination in amphibious war- 
fare during two training periods this 
month at the Naval Amphibious Base, 
Little Creek, Va. 

The overall Naval Air Reserve train- 
ing program, according to the Navy, sur- 
passes that of 1948 when more than 
840,000 pilot hours were logged and a new 
Reserve fliers’ safety record was estab- 
lished. A total of 4,000 pilots, 1,000 ground 
officers and 15,000 enlisted men are en- 
gaged in this summer’s reserve aviation 
activities. ; 

The air program this year also will 
feature a new plan to indoctrinate 2,100 
Naval Reserve seamen recruits, who will 
serve summer enlistments beginning 1 
July at 20 activities of the Naval Air Re- 
serve Training Command. 

The Reserve “activation” teams are be- 
ing taught procedures for rapid reactiva- 
tion to combat status of the hundreds of 
Naval ships that have been laid up in the 
mothball fleet.

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Restudy Navy Pass-overs 
(Continued from First Page) 
seems to be that once the decision is 
made, that it stands and there can be no 
change made in it unless by such action 
as getting a bill through Congress.” 
Text of Report 

The text of the Committee’s report 
follows: 

“The purpose of this bill, as amended, is 
to require a review to be made of the records 
of officers who failed of promotion as a result 
of panel action to other than flag rank in the 
Regular Navy and Marine Corps. 

“As originally introduced, this bill would 
have provided for the promotion of Com- 
mander Edward White Rawlins, United States 
Navy, to the permanent rank of captain due 
to alleged injustices brought about by the 
operation of the so-cailed promotion panel 
system. During the course of the committee’s 
hearings on this bill, it was developed that 
during the period from 24 July 1941, to 7 
August 1947, the so-called selection-board pro- 
cedures of the Navy were not in operation 
due to the urgencies of the war situation. In 
lieu thereof a panel system was adopted for 
promotions up to and including the rank of 
captain. A slightly different procedure was 
used for promotions to flag rank. Evidence 
before the committee indicated that the panel 
system was an expedient whereby designated 
officers, usually in addition to other duties 
would, at such times as circumstances per- 
mitted, review the records of officers for 
promotion to the next higher rank. The mem- 
bers of these panels did not meet as a body 
but rendered individual recommendations and 
reports on the cases reviewed by them. 

“In the specific case of Commander Raw- 
lins, there was evidence that he was an offi- 
cer of excellent abilities with a long and 
favorable record in the Navy. Apparently 
due to the fact that a less favorable, although 
not unsatisfactory, fitness report was filed on 
Commander Rawlins at about the time he 
was considered by a panel for promotion to 
the rank of captain, he was passed over by 
that panel. Subsequent panels, either as a 
result of the action of the first or because 
of their consideration of the same records, 
also failed to nominate him for promotion to 
captain. Evidence was submitted to the com- 
mittee, both in verbal testimony and in the 
form of letters to the committee by highly 
placed officials of.the Navy Department, in- 
cluding many former superiors of Rawlins, 
to the effect that they felt an injustice had 
been done. The record shows that with the 
exception of this one fitness report he had 
an excellent record within the Navy Depart- 
ment and in fact was decorated for his per- 
formance of duty during the period in. ques- 
tion. The Navy Department officially opposes 
approval of the bill as introduced. On the 
other hand there was complete unanimity 
among even the official representatives of the 
Navy Department that Commander Rawlins 
was and is qualified to perform the duties of 
captain. 

“In the light of all the evidence introduced 
before the committee it was the opinion that 
the case presented in behalf of Commander 
Rawlins had considerable merit. Further, it 
was apparent that the panel system quite 
easily could have worked injustices upon oth- 
er deserving officers. On the other hand, the 
committee did not feel that it was appro- 
Priate for the Congress to attempt to correct 
mistakes of this.character by legislation on 
Specific cases. The Navy Department does not 
feel that existihg legal authorities contained 
in the Legislative Reorganization Act con- 
cerning the correction of military and naval 
records are adequate to cover this type of 
case. The committee is aware of the fact that 
there are similar cases to that presented by 
Commander Rawlins. There are approxi- 
mately 609 cases of failure of promotion be- 
low flag rank during the time that the panel 
System was in operation. The committee has 
been approached by others with requests for 
legislative assistance of this type. It should 
be pointed out that the Navy Department has 
already reviewed the cases of those persons 
who failed of selection one time as a result 
of the panel system. 

It is the considered opinion of the com- 
mittee that this review was inadequate be- 
cause of the circumstances surrounding the 
eon of such a system. If a man failed

“The fiscal effects of this bill are impossible 
to ascertain at this time, as that would be 
contingent upon the number of persons who 
might be advanced within the Department, in 
which event such persons will receive the 
pay and allowances appropriate to that 
grade.”’ 

Text of Bill 

The text of the bill as passed by the 
Senate is as follows: 

That the Secretary of the Navy is directed 
to appoint a board of commissioned Naval 
and Marine Corps officers within 6 months of 
the date of approval of this act to review the 
records of commissioned officers on the active 
or retired list of the Regular Navy and Marine 
Corps who failed of advancement at any 
time between June 30, 1942, and August 7, 
1947, to determine if there was any error, ad- 
ministrative delay, oversight, or injustice 
that caused the officer concerned to fail of 
an advancement in grade or rank which 
would otherwise have been made. The board 
shall consider all matters of record and re- 
celve new matter introduced by affidavit, 
deposition or personal appearance of the 
officer concerned at his own request in order 
to determine whether or not any error, over- 
sight, administrative delay, or injustice oper- 
ated to the disadvantage of the officer con- 
cerned and caused a failure of advancement 
otherwise due. 

Sec. 2. Upon the determination by the 
board that an .error, oversight, administra- 
tive delay, or injustice occurred that sub- 
stantially prejudiced the officer concerned, 
the board shall consider, determine, and rec- 
ommend the grade or rank to which the offi- 
cer so prejudiced shall be advanced and the 
date of commission which should be issued 
in order to restore such officer to the position 
on active duty or on the retired list which he 
would have occupied but for the error, over- 
sight, administrative delay, or injustice: 
Provided, That no advancement to a grade 
or rank higher than that of captain in the 
Navy or colonel in the Marine Corps shall 
be recommended bv the board. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary of the Navy shall re- 
view the recommendations of the board and, 
in any case approved by him, shall promote 
such officer, subject to the approval of the 
President in each case, to such grade or rank 
as the board may recommend and issue a 
commission with the date of rank recom- 
mended by the board. The approval or dis- 
approval of the President in each case shall 
finally and conclusively determine the rights 
of officers concerned: Provided, That no offi- 
cer who its on the retired list on the date of 
approval of this act shall be placed on active 
duty by the operation of this act. 

Sec. 4. The pay and allowances of any such 
officer advanced to a higher grade or rank in 
accordance with the provisions of this act 
shall commence on the date of the approval 
of his case by the President, and shall be the 
pay and allowances of an officer of similar 
length of service in the grade or rank to 
which advanced. Officers advanced in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act, if 
in excess of the authorized number of the 
grade to which promoted. shall be carried as 
extra numbers in that grade. 

Sec. 5. Officers on the active list advanced 
under the provisions of this act shall be pro- 
moted by the Secretary of the Navy only 
after eStablishing their fitness for promotion 
in accordance with sections 1493 and 1496 of 
the Revised Statutes.

Reserve Retirement Credits 

The Kefauver subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Armed Services 
held a hearing on 6 July on S. 1698, legis- 
lation which would extend from 29 June 
1948 to 1 July 1949, the time after which 
Reserve personnel will be required to 
earn 50 points per year to have that year 
credited for retirement purposes.

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Air-Minded Citizenry 

Secretary of the Air Force W. Stuart 
Symington on 2 July told members of the 
Air Force Association at Chicago that “in 
this air-atomic age, our Democracy finds 
hope for survival in the existence of an 
air-minded citizenry, and in the air power 
they create to secure our way of life.” 

He praised the activities of the Asso- 
ciation in publicizing the need for ade- 
quate air power. Then; in what was in- 
terpreted as a remark directed at the 
Navy League, often at bitter odds with 
the Air Force Association, Secretary 
Symington said: “In the splendid work 
your Association is doing, every mem- 
ber’s personal effort is represented. Per- 
sonal effort of individual members is the 
only asset you have—because today your 
Association has none of the so-called ‘in- 
dustrial memberships’.” 

Concerning the impending House 
Armed Services Committee investigation 
of air developments, particularly with re- 
gard to the B-36 bomber, Secretary Sym- 
ington said “we shall soon have the op- 
portunity to bring before the Congress 
and so to the American people the truth 
about the Air Force—its policies, its 
practices and its plans. 
~ “And you will be proud of what this 
truth will reveal—namely, that all of us 
are doing everything possible to see that 
every American dollar allocated to the 
Air Force buys 100 cents worth of effec- 
tive air power. In doing this,” Secretary 
Symington declared, “the Air Force has 
but one interest, one objective, and that 
is the security of the American people.” 

The Air Force Association meeting in 
Chicago was highlighted by the Associa- 
tion-sponsored National Air Fair at which 
all types of Air Force planes were ex- 
hibited. 

Another feature of the meeting was the 
presentation of the H. H. Arnold Award 
for outstanding aviation achievement 
during 1948 to Maj. Gen. William H. Tun- 
ner, USAF, commander of the Berlin Air- 
lift, who flew in from Germany for the 
ceremonies at Chicago. 

Among others cited by the Air Force 
Association for outstanding aeronautical 
achievement were R. O. Ryan, R. C. Se- 
bold and R. H. Widmer, Consolidated Air 
craft employees who helped develop the 
B-36 bomber; William ,P. Odom, com- 
mended for his recent single-engine flight 
from Hawaii to New York; Capt. James 
Gallagher, USAF, pilot of the B-50 bom- 
ber “Lucky Lady II,” which circled the 
globe non-stop; and former Under Secre- 
tary of War for Air Robert A. Lovett. 

Representative Carl Vinson (D. Ga.), 
chairman of the House Armed Services 
Committee, and strong advocate of the 
70-group Air Force program, was the re- 
eipient of a special Association award. 

In a policy statement, the Association 
declared that the United States had not 
achieved true unification, had no settled 
¢onviction concerning the strength of the 
Air Force and was basing the defense 
budget “not on strategic requirements 
but rather on political compromise.” 

The Association said that “improvident 
and uneconomical expenditures of public 
moneys will be as disastrous to our 
security as a paper air force.”

AF Officer Education 

Officials at the USAF Institute of Tech- 
nology, Wright-Patterson AFB, Dayton, 
Ohio, this week announced that a recent 
study of the Air Force educational pic- 
ture indicates a total of 13,077 regular 
officers are currently eligible to apply for 
graduate and undergraduate education 
under the Institute’s several programs. 

Preparing to graduate its third class 
since organization in 1946, the Institute 
pointed out that it annually enrolls 150 
students in its colleges of engineering 
sciences and industrial administration, 
and that an additional 500 vacancies oc- 
cur annually in the civilian institutions 
program whereby the Institute places 
officers in civilian colleges and universities 
for further education. 

With an authorized troop basis of 1,300 
officer students in civilian institutions and 
300 in residence at the Wright-Patterson 
school, the Institute has enrolled 2,008 
officers since October, 1946. Of that num- 
ber, 769 have graduated at the under- 
graduate level and 707 at the graduate 
level from civilian colleges and universi- 
ties throughout the country, with a sub- 
stantial majority receiving Bachelor’s 
and Master’s degrees. The in-residence 
program at USAFIT has graduated 291 
officers. 

Of the 13,077 regular AF officers de- 
termined to be eligible for application 
to USAFIT, most are in the junior grades, 
according to the announcement. Some 
8,500 of these officers do not have com- 
plete college educations. 

With the mission of assuring technically 
and professionally competent officers’ to 
fill Air Force requirements in many fields, 
the Institute of Technology is today con- 
centrating on those areas of AF assign- 
ment where critical shortages have 
occurred. Such fields as engineering sci- 
ences, meteorology, nuclear physics, nu- 
clear chemistry. electronics, penology and 
police administration are included. 

The Institute’s in-residence colleges at 
Wright-Patterson are open to regular and 
reserve officers. Two year courses in engi- 
neering sciences and industrial adminis- 
tration are provided, with a class of 150 
entering school each September. 

The civilian-college program, although 
designed primarily to fit regular AF offi- 
cers to fill specific requirements, currently 
has openings for reserve officers in the 
fields of meteoroiogy and Language and 
Area studies, and it is expected that other 
fields may be opened to reserve officers. 

Applications for in-residence training 
at the Institute are received beginning in 
April of each vear with a deadline of mid- 
May for students expecting to enter 
school in Septemher. Applications for the 
civilian institutions program are accepted 
beginning 1 Nov. each year with a dead- 
line of 1 Jan. 





AF” Retires Two Generals 


The Air Force this week announced the 
retirement of two general officers and re- 
assignment of two others. 

Brig. Gen. Tom G. Rives, Chief of the 
Electronics Subdivision of Air Materie] 
Command at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, Dayton, Ohio, was retired upon his 
own application 30 June. 

General Rives has retired after more 
than 31 years of Federal service, and was 
prominent in research and development 
in the communications fields of the Na- 
tional Military Establishment. He was 
Director of the Research and Develop- 
ment Division and Chief of the Engineer. 
ing and Technical Division at AAF Head. 
quarters during the war. He has been in 
his assignment at Wright-Patterson AFB 
since July, 1945. 

Brig. Gen. Ned Schramm, Vice Com- 
mander of the Fourth Air Force at Ham- 
ilton AFB, San Rafael, Calif., upon his 
own request was retired 30 June. 

During the war General Schramm was 
Commanding General of the Ninth Air 
Defense Command in England; and, at 
subsequent dates, commanded the ‘lst 
and 64th Fighter Wings, and served as 
Deputy Commander for Operations of the 
First Tactical Air Force. He is rated as 
Command Pilot, Combat Observer, and 
Aircraft Observer. 

Phe Air Force also announced that 
Brig. Gen. Jarred V. Crabb, formerly 
Chief of Staff of the 13th Air Force at 
Clark AFB, Luzon, Philippine Islands, has 
been named Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Operations at Far East Air Forces Head- 
quarters in Tokyo; and that Brig.

(Continued from First Page) 
these missions, they photographed the 
tests at White Sands Proving Ground, 
N. Mex., as well as Air Force tests in 
air-to-air refueling. 

Practice bombing and many other 
methods of warfare being developed by 
both the Army and the Air Force are 
also covered for historical purposes, as 
well as for technical background and in- 
telligence. Elements of the wing have 
been assigned the task of mapping the 
entire United States every five years, as 
well as making aeronautical charts, 
mapping and charting, reconnaissance 
and motion picture coverage. 

In February of this year, the wing, col- 
laborating with the National Broadcast- 
ing Company, participated in the first 
successful aerial televising of American 
cities ever made. This test indicated that 
television may be an instrument of far- 
reaching importance in any future 
reconnaissance. 

Not only can bomb damage be assessed, 
but television may be used to spot enemy 
troop movements and ground installa- 
tions of all types. It can flash this in- 
formation instantly to screens in the 
headquarters of combat commanders. 

Often the pioneer, “Playboy II,” was 
the aircraft chosen for the television test, 
as it was for the photography at the Atom 
Bomb tests. Regular photo equipment 
had to be moved and racks installed for 
the television equipment. Special atten- 
tion had to be paid to the TV power 
plants which had to be guarded from 
shock. One of the main doors was re 
moved to make way for the television 
camera nose. The entire project was ac 
complished through the joint efforts of 
Air Force personnel and NBC techn 
cians. 

The wing, in conjunction with all Te 
connaissance units. is constantly working 
to reduce the time lag between aerl 
reconnaissance and the finished picture 
which will be of value for target selec 
tion.

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Gen. Vandenberg Discusses 
Role of the Air Force 

“Hysterical statements that -the Air 
Force is on the verge of absorbing or 
abolishing the other Services would be 
merely humorous if they were not de- 
signed to mislead and confuse.” 

This was the assertion made by General 


Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF, Chief of* 


Staff, in an address late last week in 
Chicago before the Air Force Associa- 


tion. 

General Vandenberg emphasized that 
the Air Force is not engaging in any “no- 
table expansion” and “does not covet the 
duties and problems of others. We are 
well occupied with our own Air Force re- 
sponsibilities for they are enormous,” he 
said. 

Discussing the need for development of 
a long-range striking force, General Van- 
denberg explained that long-range wea- 
pons require the greatest time to produce 
“so that immediate expansion or replace- 
ment of such a force cannot be expected. 
For this reason,” he added, “our long- 
range force must be our most complete 
force in-being.” 

The full text of General Vandenberg’s 
address, in which he describes the role 
of the Air Force in national] defense and 
analyzes the problem of priorities for 
various positions of the Air Force, fol- 


lows: 

"This meeting is a reunion of that great 
and growing family known as the family of 
American airmen. Our big family includes 
all men and women who contribute to the 
strength and efficiency of the United States 
in the air. It includes all of you who share, 
through your work or through your interest, 
our great responsibility to build and main- 
tain American supremacy in the science of 
flight. 

“Every day the science and the business 
of flying becomes more complicated and more 
demanding. The advanced airplane of today 
bears little resemblance to the simple ma- 
chines we knew In the early days. In those 
days one man and a boy could build an air- 
plane. One mechanic and the pilot could keep 
almost any airplane flying as long as the 
spare parts lasted. Today some planes re- 
quire the services of a number of highly 
trained technicians greatly in excess of the 
number included in their flying crews. The 
advanced science of aeronautics now demands 
the participation of experts in every field 
from electronics to explosive fuels and even 
supersonic ballistics. Men of many new and 
previously unrelated occupations are now in- 
ee partners in our conquast of the

“As the family of American airmen in- 
creases, we cannot forget the founders of the 
family, whose tireless efforts first lifted this 
nation from the ground. Some of these men 
are with us today. They ure few in number, 
but they opened the way despite great dan- 
gers and difficulties and often against blind 
or misguided opposition. Their spirt inspires 
us yet. 

“There is nothing strange about the spirit 
that brings airmen together into associations, 
conventions, and reunions such as this one. 
I think the enthusiasm that produces unex- 
pected achievements among men associated 
with flying is simply the traditional Ameri- 
can spirit of progress seeking a new expres- 
sion. The desire to turn the forces of nature 
to our own uses and make them contribute to 
our own welfare drove our ancestors west- 
ward across the continent. That same restless, 
hopeful ambition leads Americans today into 
the new frontier of the sky. Our greatness 
88 a nation, perhaps even our survival as a 
nation, depends as much today upon our 
Success in the new sky frontier as it once 
depended upon our success on the old fron- 
tlers of the West. So far, our sacrifices in 
this new frontier have been nowhere near as 
great. If we maintain a clear leadership in 
the air our position among great nations is 
Not likely to be questioned.

The Air 
Force is the smallest of our three armed 
services. It is not engaging in any notable 
expansion, as everyone knows.

We 
have derived these responsibilities both 
through logical necessity and specific assign- 
ment and we seek only the means to dis- 
charge them. Of course we want to produce 
invulnerable planes just as we would like 
to build a force large enough to overwhelm 
any aggressor. We know, however, that no 
plane or weapon of any kind can be com- 
pletely invulnerable, and we are aware that 
the maintenance of an overwhelming force for 
many years would bankrupt the economy of 
the nation. We are convinced only that we 
can produce and should produce an Air Force 
which would, In the long run, prove invinci- 
ble. 
Long Range Capabilities 

‘*To do this we must exploit every technical 
advance and every improvement in weapons 
that the ingenuity of our planners can 
achieve. By the time each advantage is lost 
we must be ready with another. 

‘“‘We have considered the disadvantages as 
well as the advantages of our weapons of 
longest range. Throughout the history of 
warfare. long range weapons have suffered 
the disadvantages of weight and cost and 
complexity. They have never displaced short 
range weapons. Yet they have often proved 
indispensable and even decisive for those 
forces fortunate enough to possess them 

“The history of modern warfare is also the 
history of increasing range in weapons, until 
now this nation alone possesses the ability 
to strike heavily at almost anv point of 'm- 
portance in the northern hemisphere. This 
advantage will not be ours alone forever 
Already we are striving to be able to counter 
such a threat In the hands of others. A long 
range capability, even when no blow ifs struck, 
serves to divert a great portion of any na- 
tion's effort to its internal defense. 

‘“‘Long range weapons have not displaced 
other weapons in the past and may not in the 
future—nor do they guarantee a complete 
victory. But their existence provides a signifi- 
cant advantage for the nation fortunate 
enough to possegs the scientists, the engi- 
neers, and the industries that can create 
them. You may he sure that other nations 
are doing everything in their power to dupli- 
cate our achievement. 

‘*Veterans of the Eighth, the Fifteenth, the 
Twentieth, and other historic Air Forces 
know very well that there are no cheap and 
easy ways to win great wars. These men flew 
their missions, counted their losses, and flew 
again. They flew long and short missions, es- 
corted and unescorted. night and day, in 
good weather and bad. They learned to con- 
spire with the elements and with every trick 
of science to keep their casualties down. Their 
losses were sometimes serious. but their suc- 
cesses were indispensable contributions to the 
final victory. 


Interdependent Team 


“The strength we allot our various types 
of forces in peace does not necessarily reflect 
their relative importance in winning a war, 
but rather their relative importance in the 
initial phase of a war. In order to win eventu- 
ally, we must be ready at the outset to launch 
a counterattack so effective that its results 
will assist us throughout the struggle. This 
requires a long range force ready for action 
and other forces ready both for action and 
expansion. Long range weapons require the 
greatest time to produce so that immediate 
expansion or replacement of such a force can- 
not be expected. For this reason our long 
range force must be our most complete force- 
in-being. 

“An Air Force is an interdependent team. 
All its components are important and neces- 
sary to victory. It is not easy to predict which 
part of the team may play the most dramatic 
role. The RAF looks back on the defensive 
battle of Britain as perhaps its greatest hour, 
and in this hour a few fighter pilots were 
the center of attention. The long battles of 
our own Air Force in the Pacific War were 





crowned by the achievements of the long 
range bombers. In both cases, however, the 
efforts of the entire team were a necessary 
contribution to victory. This is true, also, of 
the land and sea elements of the tota] might 
of our nation. Every man who contributed 
his best efforts contributed to victory. and 
victory was the result of the total efforts of 
all. 

“That portion of the team which came to 
bat in the decisive inning may have received 
more than its share of glory at the moment, 
but the final score reflected the efforts of all 
who worked and fought. 

‘“‘No one can predict which portion of the 
armed forces of this nation is cast in the most 
heroic role, for such things are influenced by 
many considerations, including the unpre- 
dictable variables of enemy action. No one 
can say with certainty which portion of an 
Air Force is most important or necessary. It 
is our intent to apportion our resources :n 
accordance with our needs as we expect they 
would develop in a future conflict. We can 
estimate the strength and the sequence of 
employment of fighters. bombers. and trans- 
ports in the initial phase. but the relative 
strength or importance of each in the hour of 
final victory remains unknown. 

“During a long crisis like the present one 
there are many opportunities for outstanding 
service in every kind of operation. The most 
famous air transport achievement, the airlift 
to Berlin, has entered its second vear. Our 
skills and techniques for jet gunnery must be 
developed and perfected. We need new opera- 
tional] data on systems of radar jamming. 
Every man whose work relates to air employ- 
ment faces new problems demanding new 
solutions and new achievements. 


“On behalf of the Air Force of today I con- 
gratulate all of you for your continuing in- 
terest In air affairs, and I want to include 
all the others whose interest is just as great, 
but who, for various reasons, are unable to be 
present. The comradeship of men who flew 
or fought or worked together is one of the 
few advantages that war provides. Here in 
this reunion we can enjoy that war-born 
comradeship. At the same time we can help 
to insure, through our interest Inf the strength 
and security of the nation, that such a war 
shall not occur again."

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USAF to Test Turbo-Prop Engine 


The Air Force’s newest turbo-prop 
engine, a propeller-driving, gas turbine, 
aircraft engine—the Turbodyne XT-%7-1, 
is now being installed in a YB-35 Flying 
Wing at Hawthorne, Calif. for fiight 
evaluation tests. 

The Turbodyne engine utilizes the shaft 
power of a gas turbine to drive a pro- 
peller. Because of the inherent high speed 
of the gas turbine, a reduction gearing: 
is necessary to drive the propeller at its 
most efficient rotating speed. In addition 
to the advantages of a propeller-driven 
aircraft, the turbo-prop has a higher 
horsepower per engine pound ratio than 
a reciprocating engine. 

The installation of the XT-37 will be 
near the center of the Fying Wing 
pusher fashion. Takeoff and flight power 
will be derived from six Allison J 35 turbo- 
jet engines, each rated at 5,000 pounds 
thrust, with which the converted YB-35 
is regularly equipped. It is not expected 
that flight will he sustained by the 
Turbodyne alone. Upon reaching a de- 
sired altitude, the XT-37 engine will be 
Started. As soon as the proper operating 
engine speed is reached, the turbo-jet 
engine on the YB-35 will be reduced in 
power, and in-flight evaluation of the 
turbo-prop engine will he made..The first 
evaluation flight is expected to take place 
in the latter part of 1949. 








Naval Station, Annapolis

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OME of the Senatorial opponents of the Pay Bill now pending in the upper 

house of Congress insist on comparing military salaries with those of civilian 
officials and employees of the Government. This opposition, typified by Senator 
Ralph E. Flanders (R-Vt.), contends that such a comparison indicates that members 
of the Uniformed Services receive higher compensation than do civilians in analogous 
Government positions. Of course, most comparisons of military salaries with those 
of civilians in or out of Government service are fallacious, because duties and re- 
sponsibilities are vastly different. A minor Government official, technician or clerk has 
strictly limited responsibilities. He rarely encounters any occupational hazard. He 
is not subject to military discipline or to the éxpense and inconvenience of frequent 
changes of station. His duties are often limited to a single specialty. On the other 
hand, a member of the Armed Forces, particularly a commissioned officer, has wide 
and ever-increasing responsibilities, often involving the safety of his men and even 
the security of his country. He is subjected to occupational hazards, particularly 
grave in war, but also to a more limited extent in peace. He must always be on call, 
day and night. His post of duty is frequently changed, and he is occassionally as- 
signed to service in remote foreign lands, often under extreme and unhealthful 
climatic conditions. He may be separated from his family for long periods of time. 
As recently noted by the ArMy AND Navy JourRNAL, the only civilian service of our 
Government in any way comparable with the military is that of Foreign Service 
officers of the State Department. Though not subject to the hazards of the military 
profession these officers are required to spend much of their time abroad, often at 
disagreeable stations. The Congress has very properly provided that Foreign Serv- 
ice officers should be well compensated for the responsibilities and hardships they 
assume. Their pay schedules are appreciably higher than those of the Uniformed 
Services. A comparison of military and Foreign Service compensation should be 
enlightening to Senator Flanders and his associates. 


GREAT tribute was paid last week to the fighting Marine Corps by 59 members 

of Congress, including a dozen former Marines. Four Senators and 55 mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives joined in introducing bills in both Houses of 
Congress to guarantee that the Corps, with its combat and service forces and its 
organic aviation, would be maintained at not less than six per cent of the total 
authorized strength of the Armed Forces. Undoubtedly this action stemmed from 
repeated, though repudiated, rumors that under the unification of the Services 
the Marine Corps would be abolished or relegated to a minor role. Such reports 
have met with the reiterated denials of Defense Secretary Louis Johnson. While the 
legislation proposed by the three score lawmakers may not be enacted, the proposal 
serves notice that the Marines have powerful Congressional support and that any 
effort to eliminate them or to diminish their combat effectiveness will meet with 
determined legislative opposition. However, it is scarcely necessary for the mem- 
bers of Congress to take this stand. There is no need for serious concern about the 
future of the Marines. Their courage, gallantry and esprit constitute a treasured 
American military tradition. Any ill-advised effort to abolish the Marines or to 
reduce materially the strength of these colorful fighters would arouse the righteous 
indignation of the public. The Marines are here to stay. 


RMER Assistant Secretary of War John J. McCloy this week assumed his 
new duties as High Commissioner and Military Governor of the American Zone of 
Germany, succeeding General Lucius D. Clay, who retired on 31 May. This transi- 
tion from military to civilian control of the American-occupied area was made with- 
out fanfare, and without any discernible change of policy or procedure. Next Septem- 
ber many of the functions of the occupation authorities will pass to the new indigenous 
government of Western Germany, and Mr. McCloy as High Commissioner will deal 
principally with German officials instead of the German people. He and his assistants 
will exercise supervisory rather than administrative authority. This change from 
military to civilian control will be warmly welcomed by Army personnel. When 
Germany was conquered more than four years ago it was necessary to establish 
Military Government as a temporary expedient. It was feit that peace negotiations 
would be concluded in a few months, or that some other arrangement would be made 
to relieve the military from the administrative burden of governing large areas of a 
conquered country. However, because of the refusal of Russia to co-operate with the 
western powers it was impossible to arrive at a satisfactory four-nation agreement. 
Thus it became necessary for military personnel to continue for more than four years 
to administer the civil affairs of important sections of Western Germany. The Army did 
not relish the task, but it performed it with conspicuous efficiency and success. Despite 
the ravages of war Western Germany has made rapid progress toward economic, 
political and social recovery. Small detachments of American officers and enlisted men 
carried democratic ideals and processes to every hamlet within our zone. Though they 
relinquished their task with great relief they have the satisfaction of knowing that 
they performed their governmental duties with characteristic impartiality and thor- 
oughness, Our occupation troops will remain in Germany under the fine leadership 
of Lt. Gen. Clarence R. Huebner, and will give Mr. McCloy and the State Department 
their complete co-operation and support. '

Credit for Actual Service 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

This letter is submitted in an attempt 
to publicize the existence of a bill, H.R. 
4055, prepared by Mr. O’Hara of Minne- 
sota. The proposed legislation is intended 
“to correct inequities by providing addi- 
tional service for promotion purposes to 
certain Army and Air Force Officers.” In 
general, this would credit certain officers, 
to the extent not previously credited, with 
all warrant or commissioned service ren- 
dered after attaining the age of 21 years. 

There are a great number of officers on 
duty in the Army and the Air Force who 
have been on active duty a period longer 
than that for which they received con- 
structive credit. Most of these officers, be- 
cause of their age, received an arbitrary 
date of.appointment of 7 Dec. 1941. 

That group of officers who entered on 
straight active duty from early 1940 on 
would be mostly benefited. Others, pilots 
who completed flight training and re- 
mained on duty, and Thomason Act offi- 
cers, both successful and unsuccessful, of 
the 1938-39-40 groups would also profit. 

The Air Force is understood to be in 
favor of this adjustment. The Army is op- 
posed to it. It seems the only group that 
could be hurt by such a correction or re- 
adjustment of permanent rank would be 
West Point graduates in the classes of 
1940; 1939 and 1938, with each being pro- 
gressively less affected. '

U. S. COAST GUARD 








OAST GUARD studies have indicated 

that it is possible to double the rate 
of ice melting. Theoretical computations 
show that if an absorptive layer such as 
carbon black were applied on top of the 
ice in Spring, the additional attraction 
of solar energy would approximately 
double the rate of melting. 

The Coast Guard analysis showed that 
in those areas where ice is a navigational 
problem during the winter months the 
application of an absorptive layer would 
only reduce the rate of growth of the ice 
Since the total solar energy being re- 
ceived near the surface is insufficient to 
melt the layer. Such an absorptive layer 
would be effective only for that interval 
between its application and the first 
heavy snowfall. 


Vessel Operations 

The Willow (WAGL 332) has left San 
Juan, P. R., for new permanent station at 
San Francisco, Calif. The Eastwind 
(WAG 279) was decommissioned at East 
Boston, Mass., last month. The Ewing 
(WSC 137) has been placed in commis- 
sion with permanent station at Alameda, 
Calif. 

Seasickness Tests 

In cooperation with the Navy’s Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, the Coast Guard 
is conducting a study of the “potentiali- 
ties and limitations” of newly-developed 
drugs in the “prevention or amelioration 
of seasickness.” The study is being made 
by U. S. Public Health Service officers as- 
signed to Coast-Guard. 

Although mass testings of such drugs 
have been conducted elsewhere in recent 
months, the periods of test usually have 
been of short duration. Coast Guard ex- 
perimentation over a period of weeks is 
expected to yield information as to the 
relative value of the drugs and form the 
basis for a decision whether their use 
service-wide is warranted. 

Coast Guard was careful to point out 
that only men who have volunteered are 
included in the tests—no Coast Guards- 
man is unwittingly being made a “guinea 
pig.” In any event, inasmuch as more 
than 500 persons suffered no harmful 
effects in other studies, current tests are 
considered to involve no undue risk to 
participants. 

The volunteers are aboard certain ves- 
sels engaged in ocean station duty in the 
Atlantic and Pacific, an assignment which 
normally may be expected to furnish a 
maximum amount of seasickness, plus the 
USCGC cutters Northwind and Campbell’ 
and the cadet training bark Eagle. Medi- 
cation is being administered under strict 
supervision and detailed records on each 
volunteer are being maintained.

Foreign Affairs—Control of civil affairs in the American Zone of Germany 
passed from the military to civilian hands this week when the Hon. John J. McCloy, 
former Assistant Secretary of War, became United States. High Commissioner and 
Military Governor, in succession to General Lucius D. Clay, who retired from the 
Army on 31 May. No immediate change in policy or procedure is in prospect. However, 
there will be a complete reorganization of Military Government when the new West 
German administration begins to function, probably in September. Sais 

Coincident with Mr. McCloy’s assumption of his new duties as Military Governor 
the State Department released the text of the Charter of the High Commission 
for West Germany, pursuant to a tri-partite agreement reached at Paris last month. 
The new charter to carry out the purposes of the previously adopted Occupation 
Statute will come into effect with the establishment of the local government of West 
Germany under the new constitution formulated at Bonn and ratified subsequently 
by the eleven constituent states of the new republic. An election will be held in 
September in the American, French and British Zones, as a result of which the new 
government will be formed. 

Under the charter there will be a High Commisioner designated by each of 
the three western powers, United States, Great Britain and France. These three 
High Commissioners will form an Allied.Council, and will be assisted by deputies, 
appropriate committees and an Allied Secretariat. The committees will advise the 
Council on such matters as political affairs, foreign trade, economics, finance, legal 
questions and military security. Jurisdiction of the Commission will extend through- 
out the three zones now administered by the western powers. A commissioner will 
represent the Allied Council at the seat of government of each of the constituent 
states of the West German Federal Republic. 

The duties of the Commission will be supervisory, rather than administrative, 
and will be conducted with a minimum staff. In the American Zone many of those 
now engaged in Military Government activities will be transferred to the staff of the 
United States High Commissioner. It is probable that the personnel on such duties will 
be materially reduced, with many civilian employees and military officers and en- 
listed men made available for reassignment or discharge. 

The occupation troops will remain in Germany, with little or no change in ag- 
g@regate strength. Small detachments of troops on Military Government duties 
throughout the American Zone will rejoin military units of the occupation force or 
will be returned to the United States. 

While the Russians have opposed the formation of a separate West German repub- 
lic they have recently given increasing evidence of cooperation with the western 
powers on other German questions of a relatively minor character. The Berlin 
Kommandatura, inactive since the beginning of the Soviet blockade a year ago, has 
been revived. An attempt will be made by the western powers to secure Russian con- 
sent to a new city-wide election for a united municipal government of all Berlin. 
However, the Soviet authorities are likely to veto the suggestion, since it is be- 
lieved that in any free election the Communists would poll not more than ten per 
cent of the Berlin vote. Such an election, therefore, would deprive the Communists 
of their present control of the municipal functions in the Soviet sector of Berlin. 
At long last rail traffic to Berlin is now normal, with about 18 passenger and freight 
trains entering the city daily from the west. 

The new American Ambassador to Russia, Vice Admiral Alan G. Kirk, pre- 
sented his credentials to President Nikolai M. Shvernik at Moscow on 4 July, and 
pledged himself to “work unremittingly to better relations between our two nations.” 
President Shvernik expressed the hope that the friendship of the two countries 
and their governments might be strengthened. ° 

On the same day that this exchange of felicitations was in progress in Moscow 
Admiral Kirk’s predecessor, Lieutenant General Walter Bedell Smith, told an audience 
at Williamsburg, Virginia, that it was our growing military strength, actual and 
potential, “that has halted, at least temporarily, the tide of Communist expansion in 
Europe, in the face of our determined opposition.” He said “we must not be so fatuous 
as to believe that ideals alone are adequate weapons.” General Smith warned that 
our contest with Russia is of indefinite duration, but added that our firm and con- 
structive foreign policy has given Western Europe hope and courage. He said that “by 
constant reorganization our military forces are approaching the semblance of mili- 
tary strength consistent with our world position and commitments.” 

While western diplomats are greatly heartened by increasing evidence of eco- 
momic recovery throughout Western Europe they are greatly concerned by the 
serious financial crisis in England which threatens the stability of British cur- 
rency. The serious depletion of dollar reserves to make the balance of payments in- 
volved in the great excess of imports over exports has placed the government of 
Great Britain in the difficult position of choosing between a drastic curtailment of 
imports, particularly those from the United States, and the devaluation of the pound. 

Secretary of the Treasury John W. Snyder has flown from Washington to 
Burope to confer with officials of France and England. Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman of France is reported to have told Mr. Snyder that Britain should 
let the pound find its value on the free world market and support it at that level, 
which would probably be about $3.00, instead of the present official rate of $4.03. 
This view was echoed by the United States National Advisory Council on Internation- 
al Monetary and Financial Problems, which, without mentioning Great Britain, sug- 
gested to the President that “in some cases the revaluation of currency may constitute 
an important means of bringing about the desired expansion of exports to the dollar 

*area.” However, Sir Stafford Cripps, British Chancellor of the Exchequer, opposes any 
devaluation of the pound. Instead there will be a further curtailment of imports from 
the United States, including food products, tobacco, cotton, gasoline, films and luxury 
goods. 


Debate on the ratification of the North Atlantic Security Treaty opened this 
wéek in the United States Senate, with Chairman Tom Connally, (D-Tex.), of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, and Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, (R-Mich.), senior 
minority member, making the opening speeches in favor of the pact. Little opposition 
to the treaty has developed, and its approval next week is expected. Considerably 
more opposition is anticipated to the corollaryjprogram for military assistance to 
Atlantic Pact countries which calls for the expenditure of $1.130 billion during the 
current fiscal year. Authorization of this aid will be considered by Congress soon after 
the treaty is ratified. Many economy advocates will try to prevent passage of this 
legislation, or to reduce materially the amount proposed. 

In Japan the effort of General Douglas MacArthur to curtail the employment 
of railway workers, in the interest of economy and efficiency, resulted in a tragic 
development. At the insistence of the Supreme Commander, the president of the Na- 
tional Railway, Sadanori Shimoyama, announced the dismissal of 30,000 workers, an 
action which met with widespread popular disapproval. Later the decapitated body of 
this official was found in the railway yards. It was uncertain whether he was assas- 
sinated or chose a bizarre manner of committing suicide in consequence of the dis- 
pleasure of his countrymen. 

Communist agitation in Japan has increased greatly within the past few weeks. 
Repatriated Japanese war prisoners, indoctrinated by the Russians durihg their long 
faptivity, have been particulary active in Red demonstrations. General MacArthur in 








a Fourth of July statement made a strong attack on Communism, declaring that it ig 
an instrument of force and intimidation to permit minority elements to seize po. 
litical power from the majority. He indicated that the occupation authorities might 
reverse their previous position against outlawing the Communist party in Japan. The 
peasant Japanese government would undoubtedly welcome the opportunity to outlaw 
the party. 

General Mao Tse-tung, the victorious Red leader in North China, in a state. 
ment this week left no doubt of his subservience to Russia. He placed the Communist 
movement in China clearly under Soviet domination and declared that the Chinese 
Reds were violently anti-imperialist, which in the Communist lexicon means anti- 
American and anti-British. In Formosa Chiang Kai-shek said that he was again eager 
to lead nationalist forces against the Communists, and appealed for American aid. If 
the Reds were permitted to sweep over Asia he predicted that a third world war 
would be inevitable. 


Army Provost Marshal General—Col. James V. Walsh (CMP-Res.), war-time 
Chief, Military Police Division of the Office of The Provost Marshal General, De- 
partment of the Army, completed a 15-day tour of active duty with the Office of The 
Provost Marshal General 3 July. A graduate of the U. S. Military Academy who 
served in the Canal Zone during World War I, Colonel Walsh transferred to the 
ORC in 1921 to become an executive of one of the nation’s largest insurance com- 
panies. He returned to active duty in 1941 and served throughout World War II. He 
is presently one of the leading figures in ORC activities in Hartford, Conn. 

Col. Francis E. Howard, Acting The Provost Marshal General, has anounced 
the addition of Maj. George N. Calvert to the staff of The Provost Marshal General’s 
Office. Major Calvert was commissioned in the ORC in 1935 and later integrated in the 
Regular Army. During World War II he served with the 4th Armored Division in 
Normandy, Northern France, The Ardennes, Rhineland and Central Europe cam- 
paigns and was awarded the Bronze Star and French Croix de Guerre in addition 
to campaign medals. A graduate of the Military Police and Field Artillery Schools, 
Major Calvert’s last previous assignment was as Assistant Provost Marshal, Head- 
quarters, U. S. Constabulary, European Command. 


Army Finance Department Anniversary—The 29th anniversary of the Finance 
Department of the Army was celebrated 1 July. The Finance Department follows 
closely the history of our Army and Government, with traditions dating back to 1775 
when the original Pay Department of the Army was created. But not uniil 1 July, 
1920, as a result of a general reorganization of the Army following the close of World 
War I, was the present Finance Department established under the National De 
fense Act. 

From a peacetime nucleus of 129 officers and 456 enlisted men the Department 
mushroomed into a world-wide finance organization of almost 22,000 officers and 
enlisted men at the peak of World War II. The Finance Department is charged 
with the disbursement of and accounting for all funds of the Department of the 
Army and also acts as the Army’s advisor on financial matters. 

.More than 437 million separate payments were made during World War IL 
involving well over 176 billion dollars, using not only U. S. dollars, but pounds, 
rupees, francs, marks, lire, guilders, and yen. Payments covering some 800,000 
war contracts and millions of sub-contracts were included in this sum, as well 
as 29 billion dollars paid in family allowances for the support of soldiers’ dependents 
at home. 

During the period of Lend-Lease operation the Chief of Finance was also re- 
sponsible for the consolidation of reports covering the tranfer of Lend-Lease material 
from all Department of the Army operating agencies and their transmittal to the 
Treasury Department. 

The Finance Department supervises the Soldiers’ Savings and Life Insurance 
Program, encouraging the soldier to provide for a financially independent future by 
investing in U. S. Savings Bonds, by taking out a maximum in government life in- 
surance protection, and by participating in the Soldiers’ Deposit Plan, which pays 4 
per cent interest. An annual average of $3,000,000 in interest was paid on Soldiers’ 
Deposits during the war years. Approximately 95 per cent of the members of the 
Armed Forces carried National Service and Government Life Insurance during the 
war, averaging $9,700 per person so insured. 

A major contribution to the war effort and early ultimate victory was the 
supervision by the Finance Department of the Army’s program for financing con- 
tractors producing war supplies. Over 6,000 loans were guaranteed by the Army, 
the government liability on which amounted to over six billion dollars. This pro- 
gram assisted government contractors in meeting their financial requirements. 
Millions of dollars in interest charges on these loans were earned for deposit in 
the Treasury. 

The Chief of Finance also acts as a collection agent for the Army on all war 
contracts which have been determined as being excessive. 

The Finance Department, under the leadership of Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, 
Chief of Finance, has recently developed and put into operation a cost accounting 
procedure which is in effect at all Ammy Headquarters, Class I and overseas installa- 
tions and is developing a unified cost accounting system for the entire Army. 


Naval Supply Corps—Comdr. Robert M. Bowstrom, SC, USN, has relieved 
Comdr. Albert Konigsberg, SC, USN, as Supply Officer, U. S. Naval Academy, and 
as Command Supply Officer, Severn River Naval Command. Commander Konigsberg, 
who has been on duty at the Naval Academy since Dec., 1946, has been assigned 
to the Staff of Commander, Task Force 66, Navy Department, Washington, D. C. 
as Logistics Officer. Commander Konigsberg was graduated from the Naval Acad- 
emy with the Class of 1930. A native of Grand Rapids, Michigan, Commander Bow- 
strom was graduated from the Naval Academy with the Class of 1931. While at the 
Academy he won letters in football and basketball and in 1930 he was Captain of 
the Varsity Football team. 


Air National Guard—A Conference of Air National Guard, Air Training Com- 
mand and National Guard Bureau personnel was held at Chanute AFB 12-26 June 
to implement the Air National Guard Training Program. Selected Air National 
Guard Engineer and Weather Specialists assisted by experts in the same fields 
from Chanute AFB developed detailed “In-Service” training courses from the ma 
terial presently being used in specialist schools there for adaptation and use In 
training of Air National Guard personnel at their home stations. The pattern set 
at this: Conference will be followed in similar conferences to be held at other 
Training Command schools. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—Lt. Wendell W. Robley, MC, USN, has re 
cently been notified he was successful in passing the examination and has been 
certified by the American Board of Radiology. Dr. Robley is now on duty at the Naval 
Hospital, St. Albans, New York. 

At the invitation of Mr. L. M. McKay, Safety Director for the State Insurance 
Fund of the State of Idaho, the Medical Department of the Navy was represented at 
the 11th Annual Western Safety Conference of the Western Safety Council by Lt. A. 
W. Keriney, MSC, USN, Safety Officer of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. The 
conference was held in Portland, Oregon, from June 26-29, inclusive. During the com 
ference Lt. Kenney presented a paper on “The Safety Program of the Medical De 
partment of the United States Navy.” 
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ORC Publicity Unit—A double-barreled purpose is being accomplished by the 
recent activation of a public information unit in the New Jersey Organized Re- 
serve Corps. Known as the 1531st Publicity Service Training Battalion, it is the 
first unit of its kind in the First Army Area, according to Col. I. C. Avery, Senior 
Army Instructor for New Jersey in the ORC. The primary mission of the unit, which 
has an authorized strength of 12 officers, is to publicize ORC activities and stimulate a 
more active interest and participation in them by reservists. But the unit alsd 
serves to employ in a military capacity the skills of professional newspaper, advertis- 
ing, radio and public relations men, who thus are handling assignments in the re- 
serve Closely parralleling their civilian work. 

The unit works in close liaison with Maj. John E. Miller, Public Information 
Officer of New Jersey ORC Headquarters at the Kearney Navy Yard, N. J. Meetings 
are held one or two evenings a week at which publicity and public relations projects 
are decided upon and assigned to the various sections for accomplishment. The 
sections include Editorial, Special Events, and Research, in addition to Administra- 
tion. Many of the assignments are carried out by unit members on their own time. 
These have included coverage of the dedication ceremonies at ORC headquarters, 
interviews in the field with reservists at summer camps, and a number of feature 
stories on ORC activities released to local newspapers. Photographs taken by Lt. 
Steven S. Ditizan, unit photographic officer, accompany many of the releases. 

Commanding officer is Maj. Willi M. Thompson, production manager of the 
Shell Oil Company’s advertising department. Major Thompson was officer in charge 
of NEWSMAP during the war. Another former member of the I & E Division is 
Capt. Franklin H. Romaine, of Radio Station WNJR, Newark, who was feature editor 
of Army News Service. The publicity battalion also includes Maj. Albert L. Cassak, 
advertising manager of Surgical Business; Maj. Ernest G. James, advertising field 
representative of Shell Oil Company; Capt. Charles M. Conti, a member of the 
editorial staff of the Ridgefield News, and Lt. Stanley Strand, instructor in journalism 
at Seton Hall College.

Delay in Appropriations—While current laws and the passage of a special 
ae ution legalizing certain fiscal year 1950 expenditures have this year obviated 
Y Special difficulties arising from the failure of Congress to pass the new appro- 
prior to the expiration of the old fiscal year, such was not always the 
t is recalled that in 1877, when Congress adjourned in the Spring without 
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enacting the new appropriation bills, there was no money nor any authority to pay 
the officers of the Army. With at least three payless months facing the corps of offi- 
cers, the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL devised a plan and used its good offices with the 
banking firm of Drexel, Morgan & Co., whereby that firm advanced money to officers 
to cover their pay for the months of July, August, and September. The Morgan firm 
prepared a form wherein an officer indicated amount of his pay. This form, after 
having been certified by his paymaster, could be taken to a number of Banks as- 
sociated with the Morgan interests and honored to the extent of 95 percent of the 
pay due the officer. Such arrangements, as Morgan was very careful to point out, 
was not a loan to the Government, but purely an accommodation for the individual 
officers. Through this arrangement thousands of officers were enabled to continue their 
military duities without drawing government pay. Upon the resumption of appro- 
priations and receiving their back pay, the officers reimbursed the banking firms.

General Darby was killed 30 April 1945, while commanding the famed First Ranger 
Battalion as a colonel, before he had been notified on his promotion to brigadier 
general. 

A native of Arkansas and a graduate of the U. S. Military Academy at West Point 
in 1933, General Darby won the Distinguished Service Cross and Oak Leaf Cluster 
for his leadership and bravery in the mountain warfare at Gafsa-El Guettar, Tunisia 
in March, 1943, and at Gela, Sicily, later the same year.

Rear Admiral Retired Pay 

The Comptroller General has rendered 
the following decision (B-86585) in regard 
to the proper retirement pay of a rear 
admiral of between 29 and 30 years serv- 
ice: . 

“Upon the retirement, pursuant to sec- 
tion 6 of the act of February 21, 194, of 
a rear admiral (lower half) who had 
served as Judge Advocate General for 
more than two and one-half years with 
the pay and allowances of the upper half, 
the retired pay properly payable is to be 
computed under the provisions of section 
7(a) of said act as amended, considered 
in conjunction with the terms of the act 
of June 22, 1938, on the basis of the :tive- 
duty pay of a rear admiral (upper half), 
provided the President, in accordance 
with the 1938 act, approves the officer’s 
retirement in the rank held by him as 
Judge Advocate General.” 

The decision was made in the case of 
Rear Adm. O. S. Colclough, USN, in reply 
to a question of the Secretary of tie 
Navy—“will he be entitled to retired pay 
on the basis of the active-duty pay of a 
rear admiral, upper half, in the event he 
is transferred to the retired list on his 
own application pursuant to the provi- 
sions of section 6 of the Act of Fe' ruary 
21, 1946, 60 Stat. 27, upon completion of 
over 29 but less than 30 years service? If 
so” at what rate should his retired pay 
be computed.

Education of Service Children 


The conclusion of another academic 
year, coupled with the prospect of per- 
tinent Congressional hearings, has 
prompted an ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
survey of problems relating to the edu- 
cation of children of military personnel. 

What was revealed following analysis 
of this complex problem was: 


1. The need for uniform legislative au- 
thority and adequate funds to defray 
costs of public school education for chil- 
dren who live in government-owned tax 
free property or who live in temporary 
private homes in defense congested com- 
munities where the local tax base is in- 
adequate to provide an acceptable Amer- 
ican education. 

2. The need within the National Mili- 
tary Establishment for the development 
of a uniform policy concerning funds for 
the education of dependent children. The 
Navy, for example has permanent statu- 
tory authority to provide financial as- 
sistance to parents for public school edu- 
cation. The Army and Air Force lack such 
authority. 

3. The need for remedial legislation to 
free approximately 1500 Army and Air 
Force parents, living in non-government 
owned or leased quarters outside the Zone 
of Interior territories and possessions and 
occupied areas, from having to pay up to 
$300 a year tuition charges for the educa- 
tion of their children. 

The survey showed how military offi- 
cials long have been cognizant of the 
complex problems relating to education 
for dependent children and how new ef- 
forts to achieve equitable solutions are 
being made. 

At the present time, the Army alone 
has over 250,000 school age children of 
military personnel. Of this number, there 
are about 10,000 children of Federal em- 
ployees, military and civilian, in occupied 
areas, mostly in Germany and Japan. All 
of these children received American pub- 
lic school efucation at government ex- 
pense, the funds being provided from 
GARIOA appropriations: — Government 
and Relief in Occupied Areas. These 
schools, of which there are approximately 
100, are operated by skilled professional 
teachers under supervisory direction of 
outstanding academic administrators. 

In the Zone of Interior and in the terri- 
tories and possessions, there are roughly, 
30,000 children of Army military person- 
nel who occupy government-owned quar- 
ters. About a third of these children must 
pay tuition charges to enroll in public 
schools, but these costs, with some ex- 
ceptions, are defrayed by the government. 
The parents of the other thousands of 
children occupy private quarters for 
which taxes are paid. Consequently, these 
children are entitled to free public school 
education without any direct cost to the 
Federal government. 

During the war years, when communi- 
ties were particularly hard-pressed to 
provide school facilities for children of 
military and civilian personnel in areas 
where populations zoomed suddenly, the 
Federal Works Agency spent millions of 
dollars to assist in this schooling. 

However, FWA expenditures for this 
purpose are dwindling. As a result, there 
are now cases where current Army ap- 
propriated funds are not sufficient to re- 
imburse public schools for the education 
of children on military personnel living 
in government-owned quarters who at- 
tend public schools. Parents in these cases 
are required to pay some tuition costs, 
although limited use of non-appropriated 
funds is somewhat of an aid in this re- 
gard. 

The reduction of the FWA program 





has resulted in serious postwar problems 
in some areas where communities are 
unable to meet the costs of educating 
children of Federal employees, military 
and civilian, who live in government- 
owned quarters or who are engaged di- 
rectly in defense activities but who reside 
in private quarters. As a result, there 
has been introduced in Congress H. R. 
4115 and S. 1724 which would provide 
funds to the Commissioner of Education 
for utilization in defraying education 
costs of these dependents. 

This, legislation, however, would be 
applicable only in the Zone of Interior 
and in the territories and possessions. It 
would not, therefore, alleviate the prob- 
lem of military personnel in non-occupied 
areas overseas who do not reside in gov- 
ernment quarters. Only personnel occupy- 
ing government facilities are eligible, un- 
der terminology of present appropriation 
legislation, for assistance in public school 
education for their dependents at govern- 
ment expense. 

It was learned that because of this 
“government quarters” appropriation re- 
striction, amendment of which the Army 
has sought for the past two years, ap- 
proximately 1500 Army parents in such 
places as France, Italy, Turkey, Greece 
and in many countries of South America 
must pay tuition codSts ranging as high 
and sometimes in excess of $300 a year. 

That there is hope this problem in 
overseas areas may be solved is indicated 
in legislative proposals advanced by the 
State Department and the National Mili- 
tary Establishment and now reported to 
be under study by the Bureau of the 
Budget. Budget officials are aware of the 
education expenses and financial handi- 
caps being incurred by military and 
civilian employees of the Government in 
non-occupied overseas areas, where there 
are no government-owned or government- 
leased quarters available. 

The Bureau of the Budget in the past 
has been reluctant to approve attempts 
to remove the restrictive “government 
quarters” provision from military appro- 
priation legislation because of a desire 
for a uniform solution to the problem 
for all Federal employees. 

The State Department’s foreign serv- 
ice personnel, as is the case with military 
personnel, are suffering serious financial 
penalties in providing for the education 
of their children and it is believed possi- 
ble that uniform legislation affecting all 
Federal personnel will be sought. 

If the plan of the State Department or 
that of the NME to remove the “govern- 
ment quarters” restriction were adopted, 
the Government then would be able to 
pay for the education of children of Fed- 
eral employees in non-eccupied areas 
overseas, whether or not pgrents resided 
in government-owned quarters. 

Should Congress pass both H. R. 4115 
and the proposal of the State Department 
or that of the NME, funds could be made 
available to pay for the education of all 
dependent children of military personnel 
who are otherwise not entitled to free 
American public schooling. 


Army’s Official WWI History 


The record of the participation of The 
United States Army in the World War, 
1917-1919, has been compiled in a 17-vol- 
ume series the publication of which was 
initiated by the release of the first two 
volumes in June, 1949, with subsequent 
volumes scheduled for release at the rate 
of one each six weeks thereafter. These 
volumes will contain reprints, in whole 
or in part, of the significant official docu- 
ments of the American Expeditionary 
Forces designed to present a well-rounded 
picture of the first world war. This series 
was prepared under the supervision of 
the Historical Division, Department of 
the Army. 

Through careful selected documents, 
the series. describes the organization of 
the A.E.F., the formulation of its top- 
level policies, its training with the French 
and with the British, its combat opera- 
tions, the incidents leading up to the sign- 
ing of the 11 November, 1918, Armistice, 
and th2 movement of the American Third 
Army into the Rhineland Area for occu- 
pation duty. The series concludes with the 
final reports of the Commander-in-Chief 
of the A.E.F., the reports of A.E.F. staff 
sections and services and, finally, with a 
reprint of G.H.Q., AEF. Orders and 
Bulletins. 





To Amend Academy Laws 

The Office of the Chief of Staff of the 
Department of the Army has requested, 
through the Secretary of Defense, the en. 
actment of legislation to amend laws re 
lating to the United StateS Military 
Academy and the United States Nayaj 
Academy. 

A covering letter from Maj. Gen. Clark 
L. Ruffner, Chief, Legislative and Liaison 
Division, states “The purpose of the pro. 
posed legislation is to consolidate and 
clarify provisions of law now in effect 
pertaining to the appointment of cadets 
of the Military Academy, and to amend 
certain laws relating to the Military and 
Naval Academies.” 

A summation states that the legislation 
would 

“(a) Terminate the temporary increase 
in maximum age for appointment of 
World War veterans thereto; (b) repeal 
the minimum age requirements of ad- 
mission of regular Army and National 
Guard candidates to the United States 
Military Academy; (c) authorize the ap- 
pointment of graduates of Honor Naval 
Schools to the United States Military 
Academy; (d) provide for the eligibility 
for Presidential appointments to the 
Naval Academy of sons of Coast Guard 
personnel, and further provide for specific 
inclusion of sons of Air Force personnel; 
(e) equalize the terms of required serv- 
ice of cadets and midshipmen; (f) pro- 
vide for the maintenance of the Corps of 
Cadets and the Brigade of Midshipmen 
at full strength.” 

Continuing, the letter stated, “This 
proposed legislation will not change the 
total number of cadets or midshipmen 
now authorized at the Military and Naval 
Academies. The proposal provides that 
the term of service required after grad- 
uation shall be three years in a regular 
component. In the event an appointment 
in such Regular service is not tendered, 
or the officer is permitted to resign prior 
to the sixth anniversary of his gradua- 
tion, he shall accept a commission in the 
reserve, and not resign prior to such 
sixth anniversary.” 


First Division Society

posed of veterans who served in the First 
Division in World Wars I and II, will hold 
its 3lst annual reunion at the Benjamin 
Franklin Hotel, Philadelphia, Pa., 26-27 
Aug.

Gen. W. G. Wyman, who 
was Assistant Division Commander and 
is presently Chief of Staff, First Army.

Box Army and Navy 
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Leave-Credit Legislation 

The acting Secretary of the Navy has 
requested, through the Secretary of De- 
fense, the enactment of legislation that 
would authorize the allowance of leave 
credit to officers of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, Coast Guard and 
the Reserve components thereof who 
were denied such credit as the result of 
certain changes in their status between 
8 Sept. 1939, and 9 Aug. 1946. 

A covering letter stated that the pur- 
pose of the legislation is to restore to 
officers who were retired between those 
dates “and continued on active duty, the 
accumulated leave of which they were 
deprived because of having been placed 
on the retired list and to authorize com- 
pensation for such leave, and also to re- 
store to officers transferred from the re- 
serve to the regular Navy and Marine 
Corps subsequent to 8 September, 1939, 
under authority of any statute other than 
the Act of 18 April, 1946 (60 Stat. 92) 
such leave as they were deprived of as 
a result of such transfer and to authorize 
compensation for such leave which ac- 
crued prior to 1 September, 1946.” 

The Comptroller General has ruled 
against the rights of the retired officers 
to such leave credit and pay. The Dill 
would place them in the category with 
officers retired subsequent to 9 August 
1946. And in the cases of the reserve offi- 
cers transferred to the Regular Navy and 
Marine Corps would give them equal 
rights with reserve officers appointed to 
the regular service under the Act of 
18 April, 1946. 

The cost estimate for the Army and Air 
Force is about $1,400,000, and for the 
Navy and Marine Corps about $1,200,000. 





Expand Inter-Service Sports 

A move to expand the Armed Forces 
Inter-Service sports program has been 
set in motion by the Inter-Service Sports 
Council. The Council was formed a year 
ago to promote understanding, good will, 
esprit de corps, and cooperation among 
the Armed Services through sports com- 
petition. At present the Council super- 
vises two sports, golf and tennis. 

Golf teams representing the Army, 
Navy and Air Force will compete for the 
Forrestal Cup during the period 17-20 
Aug. at Maxwell Air Force Base, Ala. 
The trophy was donated by the first 
Secretary of Defense when the inter-serv- 
ice golf program was originated one year 
ago. 

Tennis competition, known as_ the 
Leech Cup Matches, this year will be 
held at the Army-Navy Country Club, 
Washington, D. C., late in July with the 
Navy acting as host. 

The Inter-Service sports competition 
has the approval of Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson, who several times has 
expressed his great interest in the pro- 
gram. 

In announcing the expansion program, 
Rear Adm. Thomas L. Sprague, Chief of 
Naval Personnel and this year’s Chair- 
man of the Sports Council, explained that

Financial Digest 

American exports which have been de- 
clining during the past few months are 
expected to drop sharply as a result of the 
new British austerity program announced 
this week by Sir Stafford Cripps, British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. In order to 
stop the drainage of the British gold re- 
serves and available dollar exchange the 
English are being asked to take another 
notch in their belts and limit their im- 
ports, particularly those requiring dol- 
lar payments, to the bare minimum. The 
effect of this program will be felt most 
by American exporters of wheat, cotton, 
tobacco, films and gasoline. 

The British action will probably affect 
to some extent the general economic con- 
dition of this counrty and possibly in- 
crease unemployment. During June the 
number of unemployed in the United 
States reached a total of 3,778,000, the 
highest since February 1942. The increase 
of the jobless over May was nearly half 
a million. This is largely accounted for 
by the number of college and high school 
students seeking summer employment. 
At the same time the number employed 
was 59,619,000, the highest of the year, 
nearly a million more than in May. 

The Treasury deficit for the fiscal year 
which ended last 30 June amounted to 
$1.8 billion, three times the estimate of 
the President of last January. The unex- 
pected increase in the deficit reflected 
general business conditions, and partic- 
ularly a decline in payroll withholding 
taxes. Expenditures reached the all- 
time peacetime record of $40 billion, 
while receipts dropped to $38.2 billion, the 
lowest in five years.

Army Selects 486 New Doctors 


A total of 486 medical school graduates 
and senior medical students has been se- 
lected for the Military Intern and Civilian 
Intern Programs; they began their intern- 
ships and training 1 July. 

Commissions as first lieutenants in the 
Medical Corps Reserve have been given 
231 medical school graduates, who will 
be assigned to Army general hospitals 
taking part in the Military Intern Pro- 
gram.

Appointments 
begin 1 July of each year and terminate 
30 June the following year. Commissions 
in the Regular Army are tendered to 
some at the close of the year. Twenty- 
four of those selected for the Military In- 
tern Program formerly held Reserve 
Corps rank in the Army, Navy, or Air 
Force. . 

Selected for commissions as first lieu- 
tenants in the Medical Corps Reserve and 
assignment to civilian hospitals for in- 
tern training in the Civilian Intern Pro- 
gram beginning 1 July are 255 medical 
school senior students.

Merchant Marine Naval Reserve offi- 
cers on the Honorary Retired List are 
now eligible to enjoy the benefits of the 
Reserve retirement provisions of Title III, 
Public Law 810. When the retirement 
legislation was originally enacted last 
year, the law was interpreted as making 
personnel on the Honorary Retired lists 
ineligible for the benefits. Public Law 41 
of 8ist Congress now makes it possible 
for Honorary List personnel to be re-re- 
tired so that they may qualify for Re- 
serve retired pay, providing they fulfill 
the other requirements of the retirement 
law. 

Naval Reserve Pennant 

The SS LaGuardia, latest addition to 
the American Export Lines passenger 
fleet, was awarded a Naval Reserve Pen- 
nant recently by Capt. John H. Shultz, 
USN, Assistant Chief of the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel for Naval Reserve. The 
LaGuardia was formerly the P-2 naval 
transport USS W. P. Richardson, AP-118, 
named in honor of Brig. Gen. W. P. Rich- 
ardson, whose Army service included a 
tour of duty as Commanding General of 
American Forces in Northern Russia dur- 
ing World War I.

Guillotine for Old Planes 


As a result of a recent demonstration 
at Kelly AFB, Tex., obsolete aircraft in 
the San Antonio Air Materiel Area soon 
may be sentenced to the “guillotine” in- 
stead of the blowtorch. 

The guillotine actually is a seven-ton 
15-foot long and three inch thick blade 
at the end of a 45-ton crane, owned by 
the Texas Railway Equipment Company. 
The blade is raised to a height of 24 feet 
and then is brought down against the 
hull of a plane ready for the junk heap. 

Reports from Kelly AFB said that 
whereas the blowtorch method of cutting 
an obsolete plane in sections requires 
about eight hours, the huge blade was 
able to demolish a B-29 in a matter of 
minutes. 


To Command WAC Camp 


Rhode Island state senator, Florence 
Kerins, Lt. Col., WAC Reserve, has been 
selected by the Department of the Army 
to command the Women Army Corps’ re- 
serve camp at Camp Lee, Va., this sum- 
mer. 

Colonel Kerins arrived in Washington 
this week to present her plans for or- 
ganizing and staffing the reserve camp, 
scheduled to open on the 15th. The com- 
mand will be her first active Army duty 
since she was separated from the service 
on 11 Dec. 1946. 








Col. Randall Leaves Medical 
Center 


Col. Raymond Randall, who for the 
past 10 years has been associated with 
the Army Medical Department Research 
and Graduate School at the Army Med. 
ical Center, Washington, D. C., left this 
week for Camp Detrick, Md. 

The study of bacteria and viruses has 
been an important phase of Colonel Ran. 
dall’s career as director of the school’s 
veterinary division. It was during Colone] 
Randall’s period of duty that the division 
first isolated encephalomyelitis vaccine 
for human inoculation. Only a short time 
ago several thousand units of the vaccine 
were shipped to Santo Domingo to halt 
the spread of the disease, which threat- 
ened to reach serious proportions among 
that country’s population. 

Assistant bacteriologist for the District 
of Columbia before joining the Army, 
Colonel Randall is a member of several 
medical and scientific societies. Lt. Col.

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French Defense Institute 

An innovation in the administration 
of the new French Institute for Advanced 
National Defense Studies which resulted ' 
in the enrollment of industrial leaders at 
the top military school is reported in an 
interview with General Mast, head of the 
institute, by M. George Marey, who has 
made this report available to the ARMY 
anp Navy JOURNAL. M. Marey reported the 
interview as follows: 

The first session of the new French In- 
stitute for Advanced National Defense 
Studies which, under the leadership,of 
General Mast, former French Resident in 
Tunisia, has taken the place of the pre- 
war National Defense College, ended in 
the latter part of June after seven months 
of work. 

Its purpose, as defined by the decree of 
30 Jan. 1948, was “to train high function- 
aries, general and higher officers and per- 
sons especially qualified from the eco- 
nomic and social point of view, to hold 
leading positions in the agencies responsi- 
ble for the preparation and conduct of 
war.” 

General Mast was asked whether simi- 
lar studies had been undertaken in the 
other Allied countries. His answer was: 

“Yes, indeed. Our course of instruction 
corresponded to the program followed in 
analogous Institutes in the United States, 
Canada and England. I myself visited the 
College at Washington. However, our 
formula is bolder than theirs. We opened 
the doors of our Institute to the world of 
private industry and we encountered a 
profound understanding among its repre- 
sentatives. After all, does not private in- 
dustry play a very important role in the 
manufacture of armaments? Will it not 
take a preponderant part in the country’s 
war effort? That is why, among our fifty 
students, there were ten representatives 
of heavy industry. This is an innovation 
which we hope will prove fruitful.” 

“What are your plans for next year, 
General Mast?” 

“Next year we will continue our studies 
along the same lines, but we will go into 
greater detail. This year, we outlined the 
most important questions and their possi- 
ble solutions. We must determine whether 
our conclusions are valid or if they must 
be reconsidered.” 

Did the Institute carry out the task 
assigned to it during this first session? 
General Mast was questioned. 

“This year,” replied the eminent Di- 
rector of the Institute, “we made a gen- 
eral survey of the subject. We evaluated 
the place of each national defense prob- 
lem in the security system of the country, 
not only from the military point of view, 
but above all with relation to the partici- 
pation of the civil ministries and of pri- 
vate industry in the common task. 

“We did not try to give our students 
ready-made or definitive solutions either 
in our lectures, in which very highly 
qualified individuals offered the most re- 
cent and most extensive information, or 
during our committee sessions, in which 
the students discussed in small groups the 
most important current questions relat- 
ing to national defense, such as the At- 
lantic Pact, the French naval, air and 
land policy and the present possibilities 
of Western rearmament. We tried mainly 
to pare down each problem to its essential 
elements and to define the principles upon 
which the future solutions of these prob- 
lems will be based, 

“In order to facilitate our work, we di- 
vided the problems of National Defense 
into four main groups: policy, organiza- 
tion and legislation, war economy, mili- 
tary questions. 

“Insofar as policy is concerned, we ex- 
amined the close connection between the 
general policy of the country and its 
Strategy, with regard both to the conduct 
of French affairs and to our relations with 
our Western allies. Here, it was not diffi- 
cult to survey the whole field. 

The question-of the general organiza- 





tion of national defense and of the neces- 
sary legislation, on the other hand, has 
not been very thoroughly explored. Sev- 
eral bills have been introduced into the 
National Assembly, some of them a num- 
ber of months ago, but none of them has 
as yet been studied by the Parliament. 
Our students examined all these texts, 
compared them with the suggestions 
made by various technicians and in the 
press, and gave them careful critical 
study. As a result, they now have a 
coherent body of ideas which will be very 
useful to them in the services where they 
are employed, and which will enable them 
to discuss constructively the various bills 
under consideration and the modifications 
that would be desirable. Once these bills 
become law, our students will be able to 
enlighten their respective chiefs on many 
aspects of the new legislation and to ad- 
vise the Ministers concerning the meas- 
ures of application that should be taken 
in each ministerial department. 

“The most delicate subject is un- 
doubtedly that of war economy. The 
problems in this field are numerous and 
complex. That is why we found it difli- 
cult to come to any very precise conclu- 
sions with regard to them. We did, how- 
ever, define certain basic financial, eco- 
nomic and social concepts which can be 
outlined to the Government when it un- 
dertakes the task of regulating the organ- 
ization of war production.” 

The writer asked General Mast whether 
the Government did not expect to receive 
many valuable pointers as a result of the 
work of the Institute. He answered: 

“The Institute depends directly upon 
the Office of the Premier who has dele- 


gated his powers in this connection to the | 
Ministry of National Defense. At the in- | 


augural session of the Institute, last 
November 29th, the Defense Minister, M. 
Ramadier, made a special point of telling 
our students that the Government, the 
administrative services and the Army 
would surely draw valuable lessons and 
new points of view from their studies, 
which might result in far-reaching struc- 
tural reforms. We kept the Minister in- 
formed of our work as we went along, 
and will give him a report on the over-all 
conclusions which we reached. 

“There remain the military aspects of 
National Defense. These were not the first 
of our preoccupations: we consider them 
only a part of our problem. Our concern 
in this respect was to inform those of our 
students who were members of the armed 
forces of the most recent developments 
in tactics and strategy, and to give our 
civilian students and functionaries the 
basic knowledge which would enable 
them, without being specialists, to under- 
stand the main principles of military 
strategy and of the conduct of war. 


“They made use of this knowledge in 
their practical exercises at the Institute. 
These exercises were based on concrete 
strategic hypotheses and required that 
the students examine all the facets of a 
war situation: direction of operations. 
psychological and economic aspects of 
the conflict, protection of civilians, poiiti- 
cal and administrative organization, 
diplomatic relations. ... The students did 
not enter into administrative details, 
however, but remained on the govern- 
mental level. Thus they will be equipped 
to help the civilian or military chief with 
whom they are associated, on the highest 
plane, that of the conduct of war by the 
French Government within the inter- 
Allied framework.”

Signal Corps Relay Stations 

Small groups of Signal Corps tech- 
nicians are operating very high frequency 
radio relay stations on many of Japan’s 
mountains in maintaining an important 
link in the Army of Occupation’s military 
communications system. 

Currently there are about 20 of these 
stations on mountain sites ranging from 
1,000 to 3,700 feet above sea level and 
from 50 to 121 miles apart. They are on 
the islands of Honshu, Kyushu and Hok- 
kaido and are visited several times a 
year by Army and civilian engineers and 
technicians working in teams from Eighth 
Army Headquarters. These supplement 
inspections by local units from nearby 
bases and are necessary to help maintain 
the quality and efficiency of the radio 
circuits. 

The Eighth Army’s VHF inspection 
teams use special trains for most of their 
travels. But since some of the stations 
are up to 15 miles from railroads, the 
teams frequently make the last leg of a 
trip by trucks or jeeps and in many in- 
stances on snow shoes and skiis. Operat- 
ing staffs at the stations are comprised 
of from six to eight men who while re- 
moved from the rest of the world are in 
constant touch with it through radio 
communication. They live in buildings 
specifically constructed to meet the 
weather extremes of summer and winter 


| at high altitudes. 








Gen. MacArthur Reviews Troops 

General MacArthur reviewed Occupa- 
tion troops of the Tokyo-Yokohama area 
and representative units from other parts 
of Japan on the Fourth of July on the 
Imperial Plaza Grounds.
